What Will He Do in 1936? 


A Rectification of His Chart by Minor Directions 


In attempting to analyze the chart of 
Father Coughlin, we are at the outset faced 
with the fact that nothing authentic is 
known about his Hour of Birth, or we 
might say, rather, that nothing is known 
about it in this office. Our attempts to 
elicit this information by direct appeal has 
so far been met with eloquent silence. How- 
ever, this does not discourage us and we 
WILL get that hour and the birthdate of 
his mother somehow, sometime, if any liv- 
ing person knows it. In the meantime this 
chart offers an excellent opportunity to test 
a method of Rectification that we have re- 
cently devised and have occasionally used 
with considerable success—we use the word 
“success” with certain reservations. Natur- 
ally, any system of Rectification cannot give 
a result that is in any sense final. Until a 
system has become standardized and has 
been carefully checked—rechecked and sub- 
stantiated as reliable in an overwhelming 
percentage of cases the results must in the 
last analysis be merely approximate and 
an Ascendant arrived at by such methods 
must only be accepted as “Speculative” until 
further verification is available. _ 

It may be said however, that this method 
does in this instance give an ascendant that 
seems to fully meet the requirements of 
such a chart—that is to say it presents a 
pattern which we have little difficulty ad- 
justing to Father Coughlin, as he appears 
thru the published accounts of his life, 
his activities and his personality.—It tells 
the story quite adequately so far as it is 
known to date. 

At this point, let us make ourselves clear 
on this matter of birth hours. We have 
never wished to imply that it_is out of 
order to advance a SPECULATIVE birth 
hour provided the author thereof is care- 
ful to state that it IS speculative and ex- 
plains the method by which it was obtained. 
This, as a matter of fact, comes under the 
heading of Research and as such is per- 
fectly legitimate. What we do object to 
most strenuously is that maddening habit 
Astrologers have of simply stating the hour 
eaving it to the reader to infer, that the 
Hour is authentic, when, as a matter of 


fact, it has had its origin solely in the 
imagination of the author and has no more 
authenticity than the policy numbers in a 
Dream Book. Finally, when an authentic 
hour is given the source of the information 
should be stated so that students may pass 
intelligently on its authenticity themselves 
or verify it, if they so desire. 

The method of rectification we are going 
to use in this case is based upon MINOR 
DIRECTIONS.—Those who are familiar 
with the teaching of the Brotherhood of 
Light, will know what we mean by Minor 
Directions. For the benefit of others we 
must explain. 

Minor Directions are based upon the as- 
sumption that one Sidereal period of the 
Moon after Birth is equivalent to one year 
of life and therefore every time the Moon 
returns to the exact degree and minute of 
the Zodiac that it occupied at the moment 
of birth. That day, hour and minute cor- 
respond to the day, hour and minute of 
the Solar Return an equal number of years 
after. birth, Therefore, the Minor Pro- 
gressed Moon is progressed at precisely the 
same rate that the Transiting Sun moves 
from birthdate to birthdate and our formula 
may be expressed thus—AS THE TRANS- 
ITING SUN TO THE NATAL SUN SO 
IS THE MINOR PROGRESSED MOON 
TO THE NATAL MOON. 

For instance, in the case of Father 
Coughlin. He was born October 21st, 1891. 
The Moon at Greenwich Noon on that day 
was posited at 20/48 Gemini, the next time 
the Moon reaches 20/48 Gemini will com- 
plete one sidereal period of the Moon. This 
will, of course, be some time during the 
month of November 1891. On November 
17, we find the Moon at 14/46 Gemini and 
on November 18 it is found at 28/41 Gemini, 
so at sometime between Greenwich Noon 
November 17 and Greenwich Noon Novem- 
ber 18 the Moon transited 20/48 Gemini and 
completed one sidereal cycle from its Green- 
wich Noon position for October 2lst, and 
the completion of this first sidereal cycle of 
the Moon following his birthdate, marked 
the completion of one (the first) year of 
life for the child who was later to be so 
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widely known as Father Coughlin. The 
Precise instant when the Moon on Novem- 
ber 17 (or 18) 1891 reached the exact position 
(degree and minute) it occupied at the 
moment of birth the preceding month 
(October 21st, 1891) corresponded symboli- 
cally to the precise instant on October 21st 
(or 22nd) 1892 when the Sun returned to 
the exact degree and minute it occupied at 
Birth. Thus, a horoscope erected for the 
first Lunar Return following birth consti- 
tutes a minor progressed chat for the 
first Solar Return. Likewise if we wish to 
erect a Minor Progressed Chart for the 43rd 
birthday, we simply count forward 43 side- 
real cycles of the Moon following birth, 
which would, in fact, carry us forward from 
birth slightly more than three years. How- 
ever, counting each cycle of the Moon in 
this manner takes up much time and _ in- 
creases the chance of error. There is a 
quicker way. 

It will be found that during one Sidereal 
cycle of the Moon, the Sun will move on an 
average of 27° and as each lunar cycle 
equals one year therefore, if we will mul- 
tiply the age by 27° and add the number 
of degrees thus obtained to the Natal Sun, 
the result will be the approximate position 
of the Minor Progressed Sun for the year 
in question (to within four or five degrees) 
and this can quickly be rectified by choos- 
ing the date NEAREST thereto (forward 
or backward) when the Moon was closest 
to its position at birth. Thus, we can quickly 
and accurately arrive at the Minor Pro- 
gressed date corresponidng to the birthdate 
for the year under consideration to get the 
Minor progressed planets accurately for 
the Solar Return of that year we must then 
find the Exact hour on the Minor Pro- 
gressed date when the Moon actually con- 
tacted its Natal position and then calculate 
the remaining planets (including the Sun) 
for that hour. 

For example on Father Coughlin’s birth- 
date (at his Solar Return) in 1934 he was 
43 years old. 

43x 27—1161 degrees—The distance the 
Minor Sun has moved from its natal position 
in 43 years. 

360° to a circle, 360 into 1161—3 times 
plus 81 degrees—81 degrees equals 2 signs 
plus 21°. 

Therefore, in 43 years his Minor Sun has 
progressed around the Zodiac 3 times and 
has moved forward an additional 2 signs 
and 21°. 


Greenwich Noon position of

adding to this 2 signs and 21 degrees, brings 
us to.18/49 Capricorn as the approximate 
position of the Minor Progressed Sun for 
the 43rd birthdate (October 21st, 1934). 
Now, in circling the Zodiac 3 times the 


Minor Sun had clocked off 3 years. These 


three complete solar cycles brought us to 27/4 
Libra in 1894 then going forward an addi. 
tional 2 signs and 21 degrees brought us ty 
18/49 Capricorn in January 1895. The near 
est degree to this brings us to January 9th, 
1895 when the Greenwich Noon position of 
the Sun was 19/02 Capricorn. This is there 
fore the approximate Minor Progressed 
date for the Solar Return in 1934. Tp 
further rectify this date, we find that date 
nearest to January 9th, 1895, when the 
Moon was nearest to its Natal Position 
(20/48 Gemini) and it so happens that in 
this case it is the same date—January 9th. 
The Moon being 23/59 Gemini on that date 
therefore for this purpose no further cor. 
rection is necessary and January 9, 18% 
may be accepted as the Minor Progressed 
en corresponding to the birthdate in 

At some hour of this date, January th, 
the Moon contacted its true Natal position 
and a chart erected for that instant would 
be the.correct Minor Progressed Chart for 
the Solar Return in 1934, 

Our problem is to find that hour for hav- 
ing done that we will have the correct 
position of the Natal Moon at the moment 
of Birth, from which we may—readily cal- 
culate the Hour of Birth. 

Now it may be seen that allowing on 
Sidereal cycle of the Moon for each year 
of life and accepting the movements of the 
planets, during the entire month as the 
progression for one year, gives us a much 
broader design for the year, than does the 
(Major) day for a year method and by this 
(Minor) method it should be possible to 
progress a chart to the exact day of a 
event and, in fact, as we go Poor into 
this it will be seen that it is not only pos 
sible to progress the chart to the exact da 
of an event but to the very hour of tha 
day when the event occurred. 

How may this be used to rectify a chart! 
The method is as follows: Select an im 
portant event in the Life, find the Minor 
Progressed Date for the year in question. 
Note an important aspect during that 
month that is of the nature of the event 
under consideration, calculate the moment 
when this aspect was complete; from this 
calculate the exact position of the Minor 
Moon at that moment. 

Then note the position of the Sun on the 
date (and hour) of the event, find the dif 
ference in degrees and minutes between tht 
Sun at the time of the event and the Nai 
Sun, add or subtract (according to whether 
the event followed or preceded the birth 
date) this same number of degrees from 
the Minor Moon at the time of the even! 
and if our premise is sound, the rest 
should be the true position of the Na 
Moon, from which may be calculated the 
Hour of Birth. It may be readily under 
stood that the accuracy of this method d& 
pends upon the soundness of the link # 
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may establish symbolically between the 
Minor Progressed aspect and the event. In 
other words, if we make the correct identi- 
fication here we cannot go wrong provided, 
of course, that the theory of Minor Direc- 
tions is also sound. This last, we must 
assume for purposes of this investigation. 

Now, it has been found that of all the 
minor configurations, the most significant 
are not aspects at all, but rather the pro- 
gression of a Minor planet into a new sign. 
It has been found that the moment of the 
passing of any minor planet from one sign 
to another can usually be linked up in point 
of time with an important event of the 
nature of the planet and sign involved and 
it has also been found that when the Natal 
Chart is correctly calculated as to Hour 
(House Cusps) this correspondence will be 
exact to the day and in many cases the 
hour of a major event in the life of the 
person whose chart is under consideration. 

We will now turn to the Chart of Father 
Coughlin and see what we can find in his 
Minor Chart, which may furnish a key to 
his Ascendant. 

First, we must select an event and surely 
the most outstanding event in his life dur- 
ing recent past was the launching of his 
“National Union for Social Justice’ Novem- 
per 11, 1934, 4 P.M., ELS. T. 

We previously arrived at January 9th, 
1895, as the Minor Progressed date cor- 
responding to Father Coughlin’s Birthdate 
in 1934 and upon reference to this month 
it is found that Venus changed signs on 
January 11th, progressing into Aquarius on 
that date. Our next step is to find at what 
hour January 10th, this took place.

Daily motion of Venus 1/17 

From its position, Greenwich Noon Janu- 
ary 10th (29/49 Capricorn) to the end of 
this sign is 11 minutes. Therefore, if Venus 
moves 1/17 in 24 hours, how long did it 
require for Venus to move 11 minutes? To 
find this we must subtract the Log. of its 
daily motion from the Log. of the distance 
to be covered, before it entered the next 
sign. The difference will be the Log. of 
the interval in time.

ollowing Greenwich Noon to the G. M. T. 
of this transit of Venus into Aquarius on 
January 10th, 1895. 

Now to find the exact position of the 
Minor Moon at this time, this is done in 
the usual manner.

which gives 2/10 as the motion of the 
Moon during 3 hrs. 26 minutes. Add this 
to its position Greenwich Noon, January 
10th, result 11/06 Cancer a true position of 
the Minor Moon at the instant that the 
Minor Venus progressed over the cusp of 
Aquarius on January 10th, 1895. 

If our theory is sound then this progres- 
sion of the Minor Venus into Aquarius must 
have corresponded in point of time to a 
major event in the life of Father Coughlin. 
Further be it noted that there is not an- 
other similar configuration until several 
days later when Mercury progressed into 
Aquarius on January 16, 1895, in time 
this would be synchronized with an event 
about 3 months later. 

Referring again to our original proposi- 
tion viz:—“‘As the Transiting Sun to the 
Natal Sun so is the Minor Moon to the 
Natal Moon.” We have the Minor Moon 
for the event, it now remains to calculate 
the true position of the transiting Sun for 
the time of the event 4 P.M. E.S.T., Novem- 
ber 11th, 1934, we find the Transiting Sun 
at this time 18/47 Scorpio. Our assumption 
is that the Minor Moon coinciding with the 
progression of the Minor Venus into 
Aquarius January 10th, 1895, will bear pre- 
cisely the same relation to the Natal Moon 
as does the Transiting Sun at the Day and 
Hour of the Event 4 P.M. E.S.T. (Novem- 
ber 11th, 1934) to the Natal Sun (October 
21st, 1891). 

We can readily find the relationship of 
this Transiting Sun to the Natal Sun viz:

and if our Theorem holds true and our 
identification of the Minor configuration 
and the event is sound then if we will sub- 
tract 20/58 from the Minor Moon at the 
time of the progression of the Minor Venus 
into Aquarius viz: 11/06 Cancer, we should 
arrive at the true position of the Natal 
Moon which would in that case be 27/08 
Gemini. 

Our next and final step in the Rectifica- 
tion of the Birth Chart is to find at what 
Hour of the Day October 21st, 1891, was 
the Moon posited in 20/08 Gemini. 

We find Greenwich Noon, October 2lst, 
the Moon was 20/49 Gemini so we must 
start with the previous Noon October 20th. 
The method is as follows:—

which gives 22/49 as the interval from 
Greenwich Noon, Oct. 20, 1891 to the G. 
M. T. of Birth. G. M. T. of Birth 10/49 
A.M., Oct. 21, born in Hamilton, Ontario, 
80 W, calls for correction of 5 hrs. 20 
minutes. 

Therefore G. M. T. of Birth 10/49 A.M.— 
5 hrs. 20 min. = 5/29 A.M. T.L.T. October 
21, 1891. 

The chart is then calculated in the usual 
manner for Hamilton, Ont., 43 N., which 
gives us the Birth Chart accompanying this 
article with 16/49 Libra Ascending. 

In many cases there is a further correc- 
tion necessary before we can accept the 
Ascendant thus obtained. It will be noted 
that the Natal Sun used here is, in fact, 
the Greenwich Noon position of the Sun 
on the birthdate, Oct. 21, 1891. This must 
be accepted provisionally at this point be- 
cause until we have arrived at the Hour 
of Birth, we cannot determine the true posi- 
tion of the Natal Sun. 

The True Natal Sun might conceivably 
vary as much as 30 minutes from this 
Greenwich Noon position which would 
throw our estimated Birth Hour off as much 
as 1 hour. The final adjustment is made 
by adding (or subtracting) the amount the 
True Natal Sun varies from its Greenwich 
Noon position to the Natal Moon as pre- 
viously calculated and this will give the 
true Natal Moon for which a new cor- 
rected Chart is then calculated. However, 
in the case now under consideration, the 
estimated Birth Hour being 10/49 A.M. 
G.M.T., the Sun will vary from its Green- 
wich Noon position only 3 minutes, which 
is negligible as a factor in these calcula- 
tions, when translated into the terms of the 
Moon’s motion. This would not change our 
estimated M.C. so much as one degree, 
therefore no further adjustment is neces- 
sary. 

Before proceeding further we may pause 
here a moment and comment briefly on 
this Chart of “The Radio Priest” as we 
now have it. 

First notice that Solar Conjunction of 
Mercury. The unfailing mark of the Dema- 
gogue or Dictator. Any Solar Conjunction 


adds power to a planet and here is the 
signature of a powerful mentality also the 
golden voice. The silver tongued orator, Car- 
ter, informs us that in the maps of orators, 
Mercury is nearly always in the Ist, 7th or 
10th Houses and powerfully aspected and 
among degree areas he associates 17° Aries 
—Libra with this gift. Furthermore, it may 
be stated that persons who have Sun con- 
junct Mercury are always very Dogmatic— 
They “know what they know” and are 
never backward in expressing what they 
think they know—Walter Winchell has 
this conjunction in Aries—just try telling 
HIM he’s wrong. Among others who have 
this conjunction are Mussolini and Henry 
Ford, both of whom have it in Leo. In 
fact, this is quite a frequent configuration 
in the Horoscopes -of Public Leaders be- 
cause it produces an ambitious mind and 
much intellectual pride. Under affliction it 
may manifest as Intellectual conceit of the 
most objectionable sort. The trine of the 
Moon from the 9th House of Father 
Coughlin’s Chart, to this rising Conjunction 
of Sun and Mercury would seem to bear 
out fully his widespread success with the 
masses and his dominant Public (Mass) ap- 
peal. 

The Conjunction of Venus and Uranus 
produces a colorful personality—A  dra- 
matic flare. There is little doubt, but 
that Uranus is the planet of Fame, Popt- 
larity and Social Success. A strong and 
favorable aspect between Uranus and the 
Sun has been found to be the best guaran- 
tee of enduring Political Success, Under 
affliction it may produce notoriety of 4 
truly sensational sort. Lindbergh with his 
Moon conjunct Uranus achieved fame prac- 
tically overnight. This Venus-Uranus con- 
junction might well produce a public Idol, 
a man well beloved for his sincerity and 
Humanitarian qualities, which are likely to 
be acknowledged even by his enemies, but 
this aspect is also intensely emotional and 
as violent in Hate as in Love. However, 
Hate as the negative manifestation would 
only appear under affliction and there is no 
doubt that the good Father loves (what he 
sincerely believes to be) GOOD with an 
intensity that well nigh passeth human 
understanding and certainly brooks no op 
position. ; 

Finally, we find Mars conjunct Saturn, in 
this chart. This is the symhol of persecution 
and the signature of the “Martyr.” It is af 
aspect that inspires both Fear and bitter 
enmity. Absolutely ruthless in meeting op- 
position—what he may choose to call the 
forces of evil. It grants an extraordinary 
capacity for making enemies—enemies who 
fear as much as they hate. In the Horo 
scope of a criminal it is the mark of @ 
ruthless killer. In the Horoscope of 4 
Saint it is the mark of one who will die 
willingly for a cause and go to his Death 
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with a smile of defiance for his persecutors 
and a word of encouragement for his 
friends. This is the fellow who never 
breaks under pressure. He grants no quar- 
ter and expects none. 


We have another case in mind that exem- 
plied this conjunction. A Political Boss who 
stalked like a sinister shadow through the 
Political Heavens of one of our great cities 
not so long ago. A man who by his enemies 
was secretly suspected of instigating more 
crimes than even, Al Capone. He was prob- 
ably hated and feared more than any living 
man in his time. He had this conjunction in 
Pisces. Mussolini, also has this conjunction 
in Gemini and in his Seventh House. In the 
early days of the Fascist Regime Mussolini 
would customarily greet his secretary in the 
morning with the remark “How many enemies 
have we made since yesterday ?” 


It may be added that if Father Coughlin 
is ever stopped this is the configuration (Mars 
conjunct Saturn) that will stop him. The 
transit of Saturn through Pisces is of omin- 
ous import to the crusading Priest, almost as 
soon as it entered Pisces (February 14, 1934) 
General Johnson decided the time had come 
to discuss “Cabbages and Kings” with the 
enemies of Capitalism, which started the re- 
cent furore and stirred up plenty of hornets. 
The transiting Mars, in Libra, was itching 
for a fight anyway and on Father Coughlin’s 
ascendant, it would find in him a suitable 
medium through whom to manifest, so the 
good General soon found, probably much to 
his amazement, that he had a wild cat by the 
Tail. It would see that this was just what 
was required to start Father Coughlin to work 
in real earnest. He got down to business im- 
mediately. Viewing that gradual approach 
of Saturn to the Square of his Moon, then 
in opposition to his Natal Saturn and finally 
to the opposition of his Mars in April, 1937. 
The Prospects for that period are not so good. 


1937 would seem to mark a crisis in the life 
of this Man. He might not survive that, or 
it is possible that having elected a President 
in 1936 he may retire temporarily from Pub- 
lic Life and thus move out of the danger 
zone. If he is on the Front Line or in the 
line of fire in that year (1937) his chances 
are not worth very much and in any case it 
ls a period extremely adverse for his health, 
Pann nothing of what might happen to his 

ublic. 


To proceed with a study of his Minor Chart. 
We have identified a configuration (Venus 
transiting cusp of Aquarius) at 3:26 P. M. 
GM.T., January 10th, 1895, with an event oc- 
curring November 11th, 1934, 4 P. M. E. S. T. 
Therefore a Horary figure for 11:06 A. M. 
T.L.T. Hamilton, Ont. (3:26 P. M., G. M. T.) 
January 10th, 1895 may be accepted as Father 
oughlin’s Minor Progressed Chart for the 
birth of the “National Union for Social Jus- 


tice.” This chart is given herewith as chart

However, these Horary figures for Minor 
(Progressed) configurations are mainly of 
value in accurately timing an event although 
they also give information regarding the event 
itself—its nature, prospects and conditions or 
circumstances involved—it may be readily ap- 
preciated that being of such short duration 
they naturally carry relatively small weight 
in the balance of Destiny unless further sup- 
ported by deeper underlying tendencies. 

These deeper causes and tendencies are 
more clearly revealed by the Minor Progressed 
Chart if we maintain a fixed symbolic re- 
lationship between the Sun and the Mid 
Heaven, as such may be established in the 
Natal Chart. This necessitates progressing the 
M: C. of the Natal Chart, the same number 
of degrees as the Sun is progressed. This 
may be expressed in the following formula: 
“As the Progressed Sun to the Natal Sun, 
so is the progressed M. C. to the Natal M. 
C.” The Ascendant of this Symbolic House 
Pattern should be taken from the Table of 
Houses for the Latitude of the locality where 
the event occurred rather than the birthplace. 

Applying this to Father Coughlin’s Minor 
Peamunied Chart for November 11th, 1934 
(Chart #2) we find the Sun in that Chart 20/10 
Capricorn, which is 82 degrees, 25 minutes 
(2 signs, 22 degrees, 25 minutes) past the Natal 
Sun (27/45 Libra). Advancing the Natal M. 
C. 82 degrees brings uto 12° Libra for the 
Symbolic M. C. of the Minor Progressed 
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Chart for November 11th, 1934. This chart 
is given herewith as Chart 43.

The possible applications of a Minor Pro- 

gressed Chart are many and various. Not 
only does it furnish a reliable key to the in- 
terpretation and timing of events and appar- 
ently merits careful investigation as a basis for 
the rectification of the Natal Horoscope— 
where only the birthdate and two or three im- 
portant events are known, but we have found 
it invaluable in problems of association. 
_It is an accepted rule in Astrological prac- 
tice that the Progression of a planet in the 
chart of any person to an aspect with a natal 
planet in the chart of another individual whose 
environment is in any way merged therewith, 
tends to bring those two individuals together 
in Harmony or in conflict according to the 
nature of the Aspect and the planets,. signs, 
Houses involved. The contact is always most 
direct and powerful when the two planets 
(progressed and Natal) are conjunction and 
the approach is made—initiative taken in form- 
ing the relationship—by the person represented 
by the progressed planet, who then becomes 
the aggressor in the relationship and upon this 
person rests the responsibility for the first 
move. This rule is rather difficult to apply 
through Major directions alone, at least with 
regard to the correct timing and probable de- 
velopment of an association, but it has been 
found that Minor Progressions may be used 
here with most reliable and satisfactory re- 
sults. 

Interpreting Father Coughlin’s activities in 
National Affairs and forecasting probable fu- 
ture moves and affiliations by reference to his 


Minor Charts. We find that some months 
prior to his 1934 Solar Return, his Minor 
Mars entered Taurus thereafter moves up 
to this opposition of his Minor Saturn. 

_Mars entered Taurus, December 30th, 1894 
his minor date for October 21 (birthdate) 
1934 was as we have already discovered Janu- 
ary 9th, 1895. His Minor Date for October 
21 (birthdate) 1933 would be one sidereal 
cycle of the Moon earlier that is to say some- 
time during December 1894—December 12th, 
to be exact, since the Moon at Greenwich 
Noon on that date was 16/05 Gemini, only 5° 
removed from its Natal position (20/08 Gemini) 
therefore, his Minor Mars entered Taurus on 
some date between October 21, 1933 and Oc- 
tober 21, 1934—Referring to December 30th, 
1894 when Mars entered Taurus we find the 
Minor Moon (at Greenwich Noon of that 
date) 16/02 Aquarius and at Greenwich Noon 
December 3lst, 1894, 27/49 Aquarius, since 
Mars entered Taurus at some hour between 
Greenwich Noon, December 30th and Green- 
wich Noon December 3lst, 1894. If we will 
find the dates during 1933 or 1934 correspond- 
ing to the Moon positions given above, we will 
have a period of time of about 2 weeks’ dura- 
tion during which the forces incident to the 
Progression of the Minor Mars in Taurus 
were released. 

Remembering our rule as the Minor Moon 
to the Natal Moon so is the Transiting Sun to 
the Natal Sun and referring to the Moon at 
Greenwich Noon, December 30th, 1894 viz: 
16/02 Aquarius, this precedes the Natal Moon 
by 124 degrees 6 minutes which is to say 4 
signs, 4 degrees and 6 minutes applying this 
to the Natal Sun (27/45 Libra) gives us 
23/39 Gemini as the Transiting Sun for the 
date corresponding to Greenwich Noon, De- 
cember 30th, 1894, using the same method 
with regard to the Moon for Greenwich Noon, 
December 31st gives us 7/26 Cancer as. the 
position of the Transiting Sun corresponding 
to Greenwich Noon, December 31st, 1894. We 
find the Sun 23/41 Gemini, Greenwich Noon 
June 15, 1934 and 7/59 Cancer, June 30th, 1934. 
Therefor on some day and Hour between just 
15th and June 30th, 1934, the forces symbolized 
by the Progression of Father Coughlin’s Minor 
Mars into Taurus were released and this 
should have corresponded to an event or de- 
cision of Major importance in his life. We 
have not calculated the exact day and hour 
of this event because that is not necessary at 
this time, it is sufficient for our present pur 
poses, if we know the period of its activity, 
covering a few days. As before stated, after 
entering Taurus the Minor Mars moved on Up 
to an opposition with the Minor Saturn and 
we find the same method employed above 
that this opposition culminated about Febru 
ary Ist, 1934 with the Minor Mars in 6/2 
Taurus opposing the Minor Saturn in_ 6/ 
Scorpio (refer to January 15th, 1895). If we 
place that opposition in President Roosevelt's

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What Is Actually The Zodiac?

All astrology is based upon the signs of 
the zodiac. Whether we speak of planets or 
houses, we have always to consider their 
meaning in terms of zodiacal position. The 
Zodiac is the foundation and substance of 
all astrological valuations—at least as astrol- 
ogy is ordinarily understood at present. It 
is thus quite revealing of the relatively cha- 
otic condition of modern astrology to find 
that very few astrological students have a 
clear-cut understanding of what the zodiac 
used in modern astrological practice actually 
is. Most astrologers believe the zodiac to be 
an actual entity, a real thing which is sus- 
ceptible of scientific and concrete analysis. 
Only very few would care to consider the 
zodiac purely as an abstract and conventional 
“alphabet,” corresponding to no_ substantal 
fact. Sometimes the zodiac is understood to 
be a mysterious sphere, a huge cosmic orange, 
around the sun; sometimes it is a “magnetic 
field” around the earth; sometimes it is a 
circular series of constellations; sometimes— 
rarely—a mere abstraction dealing with pure- 
ly numerical relationships, from 1 to 12. Can 
we not agree on what the zodiac is? Or, if 
we accept a classification of differentiated as- 
trological viewpoints and techniques—as we 
have suggested in preceding articles—can we 
agree to disagree? It is obvious that no sci- 
entist or scientifically trained person will ever 
consider seriously a system of thought the 
very foundation of which is the subject of 
so much uncertainty and confused statements. 
Let us therefore attempt to look carefully and 
objectively into this most important of all 
astrological problems. 

The cause of the confusion is not difficult 
to find. It lies in the fact that astrology is 
still dependent today for most of its tradi- 
tional knowledge upon the concepts handed 
down to us by Ptolemy in ancient Alexan- 
dria. These concepts are perfectly satisfac- 
tory expressions of the Ptolemaic world- 
conception which considered a flat earth at 
the center of the universe, and sun, moon, 
planets, and stars revolving around it in cy- 
cles and epi-cycles. The trouble begins, 
however, when these same concepts are forced 
Into the modern astronomical world-system. 
They do not fit; and trying to think with 
one half of the brains heliocentrically and 
with the other half geocentrically is decid- 
edly confusing. The confusion is almost at 


its: worst where the actual nature of the zo- 
diac is concerned; for it is on that ground 
that the difference between the Ptolemaic 
and the modern conceptions of the solar sys- 
tem is the most irreducible. 

In our last article we spoke already quite 
at length about the zodiac and what it repre- 
sents; but now we must face the issue more 
fully—and the first thing to do is to get a 
clear understanding of what the zodiac meant 
in Ptolemaic astrology and astronomy, the 
two being undistinguishable. Then we shall 
see what the zodiac might represent for a 
modern mind with its background of astro- 
nomical knowledge. Finally we might suggest 
that after all it does not matter much which 
way you look at the matter, provided you 
know which way you are looking; this of 
course being an abstract and relativistic at- 
titude according to which the zodiac is 
merely the alphabet of astronomy and as- 


trology, what we often called, an “algebra of 


life”: a symbolical language. 

In the Ptolemaic system, the zodiac is that 
circular region, or belt, of the skies within 
the boundaries of which the Sun, the Moon, 
and the planets revolve around the earth. 
These celestial bodies being seen to alter their 
relative positions with reference to the so- 
called “fixed stars” would naturally appear as 
agencies of the life-force distributing and first 
of all focusing the mysterious energies of 
stellar space and cosmic life upon the central 
earth. The heavens are conceived in such a 
system as the divine, subliminal, or arche- 
typal environment of man; in contradistinction 
to the earth and the “jungle” of primitive ex- 
istence, which stands for the animal, chaotic, 
and dark environment in which man is born 
and fights for supremacy. 

Just as the latter is divided into the home- 
land and the unknowh regions beyond one’s 
country’s boundaries, so the celestial world is 
divided into the zodiac—the realm where sun 
and planets d.vell—and the other more mys- 
terious stellar regions. The zodiac is the realm 
of life; the fixed stars beyond the zodiac 
are mysterious and usually connected with 
death or the strange and the cataclysmic. 

We spoke previously (April, 1935) of the 
zodiac as the “realm of the sun,” as the ring 
of divine powers or Hierarchies focalizing 
their collective and cosmic energies primarily 
through the sun, and secondarily through the 
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planets. These Hierarchies represent the for- 
mative energies of life, the builders of the 
earth and of man: the planets, the tools or 
agencies by means of which they work. All 
together, these Hierarchies constitute the Uni- 
versal Mind, the operative creative energy of 
a pantheistic Creator. The zodiac as a whole 
is a vast cosmic lens focalizing upon the earth 
the combined powers of the Hierarchies, 
thereby making of the earth as a whole, or of 
Man-in-the-whole, a microcosm, a projected 
image of the macrocosm. 

As the Sun passes in turn in front of the 
12 zodiacal constellations the operative proc- 
esses of life on earth are started and pushed 
to completion. Spring and Fall are logical 
starting points as, in the temperate zone, they 
mark definite changes of season and alter the 
physiognomy of the earth-surface through the 
seasons’ effect upon vegetation. This obvious 
fact is made more precise by measuring the 
changes of location of sunrises and sunsets. 
The sun sets at its southernmost point at the 
winter solstice; then “moves northward” (and 
also closer to the zenith) until it reaches its 
northernmost point at the summer solstice. 
Thus the solar year normally divides itself 
into two halves : “when the Sun moves north- 
ward” and “when the Sun moves southward.” 
The first half is spiritual, the second material 
—in most occult-mythological systems. The 
equinoctial points, on the other hand, being 
the time when the sun seems to stand still, 
represent points of balance. 

In these ancient systems the whole year is 
seen aS a great symphony drama of integra- 
tion under the supreme leadership of the Sun, 
and with secondary work being performed by 
the celestial soloists: the planets. It is a 
drama of collective integration, affecting the 
race as a whole, the planet as a whole. There 
is no real astrological individual integration. 
Individual integration is then reserved to 
secret Initiation; and, in a sense, it is not in- 
dividual “integration,” but rather the assump- 
tion of an earth-body by a super-earthly en- 
tity—a Star. And so Initiation is then re- 
lated to star-cycles; as can be seen from 
studying what remains of the process of 
Egyptian Initiation that took place in the pyra- 
mid, with telescopic orifices pointing at cer- 
tain stars connected with the initiatory proc- 
ess. 

There is then no astrology of the individual 
and no public knowledge of the fact of the 
axial rotation of the earth. The definite pub- 
lic discovery of the earth’s rotation corre- 
sponds to the beginning of the age of individ- 
ualism, the Renaissance—another “proof” of 
the correctness of our symbolism! The Pyth- 
agoreans in Greece knew about the earth’s ro- 
tation, but it was with them a more or less 
sacred and secret matter—just as was the 
process of individuation, then purely a matter 
of secret initiation. 

Now this fact of the public discovery of 
the earth’s rotation around the polar axis and 


of its revolution around the sun upset com- 
pletely the basis of astrological symbolism. At 
any rate it brought about a cleavage between 
nascent astronomy and traditional astrology, 
What astrologers did not see and even now 
have not yet seen fully is that the sphericity 
of the earth and the fact of its rotation intro- 
duced an utterly new sense of space, which 
necessitated a revaluation of the zodiac. In 
Ptolemaic astrology there was no fundamental 
difference between the revolving motion of 
the sphere of the fixed stars and of the vari- 
ous planetary heavens. But now that the earth 
rotates around its axis, a dualism of motion 
is made .obvious: the dualism of axial rota- 
tion, which, as we saw, gives birth to all in- 
dividual factors—and of orbital revolution in 
which all planets partake. 

In other words the unity of the zodiac is 
broken up: that which was the symbol of the 
simple operation of life as it builds forms, 
bodies, and souls, becomes a complex system 
of motions with at least two basic types of 
meaning. And we must face that fact. We 
must either stick to a Ptolemaic world and 
say that we are dealing purely with a system 
of life-symbolism based on apparent motion 
and on concrete data given by our senses—or 
else we must produce new evidences and new 
theories to explain the zodiac in an intellect- 
ual scientific way. The difference between the 
Ptolemaic and the modern system is the dif- 
ference between direct sense-perception and 
intellectual knowledge. Astrology must choose 
what it wishes to follow. 

Our point of view is that if we adopt our 
modern astronomical outlook, we must cease 
to consider the Ptolemaic zodiac as the basic 
factor in astrology; and instead we have to 
emphasize the circle, or dial, of houses. For 
with the latter we are doing, in our new way, 
what the ancients did when they spoke of the 
zodiac as the symbol of the yearly drama of 
integration—collective and planetary. 

As we wrote a moment ago, there was no 
conception of a real type of individual inte- 
gration, except insofar as the secret process of 
initiation was_concerned. Individual integra- 
tion is what C. G. Jung calls “individuation.” 
And what we ought to realize is that this 
process of individuation will in time take the 
place of the process of initiation. It is no 
longer the sun that turns, focusing the stellar 
spaces of boundless life upon the collective 
earth. But the earth now turns, and this ro- 
tation has an individual significance for the 
individual man. It becomes, in a larger sense, 
the symbol of the process of individuation. 

We studied actually this process when we 
dealt last year with the three 28-year cycles 
of human life—measured along the dial o 
houses (“American Astrology,” Nov., 1934). 
Thus this dial of houses can be considered 
now as the basic factor, instead of the solar 
zodiac; as a pattern of integration or life- 
fulfilment. The individual can experience his 
own cycles of consciousness through such 
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symbolical cycles of earth-rotation; for he is 
now centered, at least potentially, in his own 
pole star—and no longer a creature of the 
sun, with open solar plexus through which 
the formative energies of life pour. 

The zodiac remains of course the pattern of 
collective development and universal life- 
functioning; but as we emphasize the psy- 
chological process of individuation, we must 
also emphasize the houses as a set of points 
of references, i.e, as determining the basic 
cycles of selfhood. ... And yet the beauty of 
the symbolism is shown in this that nothing 
actually is changed except the point of view. 
This will be made clear at once in the fol- 
lowing way. 

“The year is the day of the Lord.” But 
who is the Lord, astrologically? It is the 
North Pole, the integrative end or head of 
the planetary “I am” (polar axis). And we 
all know that, theoretically at least, at the 
North Pole the year is divided into a 6-month 
daytime and a 6-month night-time! Truly the 
year of the North Pole is a “day”; and we 
find thus that here our dial of houses applies 
in a modified manner: 6 months, the sun is 
below the horizon—6 months, above the hori- 
zon: a planetary day-and-night cycle and thus 
the possibility for a dial of houses measuring 
the twelvefold process of consciousness dur- 
ing this “day” of the Lord! 

This is most logical, if we realize that the 
solar year is originally a record of the 
changes of season. But these changes of sea- 
son are due to the fact of the inclination of 
the earth’s axis; which is also the cause for 
the 6-month day-time, and 6-month night-time 
experienced (again relatively speaking) at the 
poles. This shows that what is a year cycle 
(collective) in relation to the temperate zones, 
is a day cycle (individual) in relation to the 
poles. We may interpret this by saying that 
what is the collective for cells within an entire 
organism, is individual in reference to this or- 
ganism as a whole. Individual and collective 
are relative terms: relative to what? To the 
point of view taken. 

As the Bible and all occult books say, men 
are cells in the body of the Lord. Polar as- 
trology deals with the planetary Individual 
(the “Lord”) and his cycle of individuation is 
the year. He functions solely through the 
polar axis and the facts concerning this polar 
axis (inclination, gyration, etc.) are the bases 
for the symbolism of a planetary-polar as- 
trology. The fact of axial inclination coupled 
with that of revolution of the whole planet 
around the sun constitute the basis for the 
polar “day”—just as the fact of rotation of 
the surface of the globe around its axis causes 
the “day” of us, men... cells of the plane- 
tary body. 

However, being cells, we relate ourselves 
one to the other constantly—and it is this re- 
lation, this collective interchange which is pic- 
tured symbolically in the zodiac. In this case, 
we may consider the earth as a huge body in 


which men-cells “move and have their being.” 
If the zodiac is a picture of the motions and 
relations of these men-cells within the earth- 
body, then it follows logically that the signs 
of the zodiac represent anatomical divisions 
of the earth-body. However it is not the ma- 
terial planet which is to be considered, but the 
planet as a field of relationships. This field 
is really created by the rotation of the earth 
and the magnetic currents generated by the 
poles. It is also connected with the tono- 
Sphere (above the stratosphere), influenced 
by the ultra-violet rays of the sun. In brief, 
the zodiac is what astrologers-scientists call 
the “magnetic field” of the earth, what occult- 
ists call the aura of the earth, or auric egg 
of the planetary Being. 

Abstractly, it is the realm where all rela- 
tionships between all living beings on earth are 
interwoven. It is the great matrix of the 
collective, energized and stirred rhythmically 
by the solar radiations and presumably also 
cosmic rays and the like. It is a magnetic 
field—but it can be pictured less scientifically 
as an envelope of fire or electricity within 
which the earth rotates, but which itself re- 
mains constantly polarized in the same direc- 
tion: along the line of the poles of the 
ecliptic. 

This line of the poles of the ecliptic is, as 
we saw in the preceding chapter, the ideal 
axis of the earth aruund which the actual axis 
gyrates in 25,868 years. The zodiac can thus 
be conceived as the ideal earth: the archetypal 
body of the planetary Whole in which men 
live as cells and groups of cells. 

It is probable that such a statement will 
seem to conflict with our previous ones in- 
dicating that the zodiac was the result of the 
orbital revolution of the earth around the sun 
and a background for the orbital movements 
of all planets. But we must also remember 
that we added: always in relation to the 
earth! 

Remembering this, we can say that the zo- 
diac is the solar system in relation to the 
earth. One step further: it is the whole of 
the planetary-solar relationship projected up- 
on the solar, or spiritual, envelope of the 
earth. Or again: It is the zone around the 
earth where the collective emanations of the 
earth integrate with the collective emanations 
from sun and planets. And it may very well 
be that this zone corresponds actually in the 
regions surrounding the earth, to the equa- 
torial belt on the surface of the globe. As a 
matter of fact it does not matter from our 
standpoint what definition or formulation one 
adopts. 

_ The zodiac, as Western astrology uses it, 
is both an idea, and a fact. As an idea, it is 
an expression of the combined movements of 
and relationships between sun, moon, planets, 
and the earth. It is an expression of col- 
lective being and of relationship between the 
parts or organs which together constitute an 
organic whole. It is the expression of organic 
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wholeness. As everything has to be related 
to the observer on earth, we may project this 

“expression” around the earth and call it an 
“auric egg” or ideal earth, or whatever indi- 
cates the wholeness of life in dynamic opera- 
tion. We may even project the zodiac-idea 
on the earth surface and so determine which 
locality belongs to which sign of the zodiac 
—as Johndro and Counsil have done, each 
starting with a particular “world-basis” for the 
projection. In every case what is being done 
is a charting of collective elements and of 
organic interchange. 

This is made even more evident by the tra- 
ditional projection of the zodiac upon the 
human body—or, which is less usual but bet- 
ter, the human “aura” or auric egg. Here we 
see a particular sign of the zodiac assigned 
to every part of the body. Indeed the zodiac 
is then a pattern of organic interchange; a 
charting of the circuits of the life- force (sun) 
as it energizes the various parts and organs 
of the integrated collectivity of cells—which 
we call a body. The zodiac is thus seen as 
the ideal pattern and the formative mould of 
every “body.” 

As a fact of practical astrological applica- 
tion the zodiac, as we now use it in the 
Western world, has to be considered as the 
“magnetic field” of the earth; this being the 
only way to justify our astrological measure- 
ments from the point of view of a heliocentric 
scientific solar system. This is explained most 
lucidly in Alan Leo’s “Casting the Horoscope” 
from which we shall quote the following: 


“The zodiac that we use is really the 
Earth’s Aura. It is a sphere or ovoid, 
the poles of which coincide with the poles 
of the Ecliptic and its middle or equa- 
torial plane is the Ecliptic .. . For some 
reason at present unexplained, this sphere 
is polarised in one direction; that is to 
say, it remains always in one position 
whatever the place of the earth in its 
orbit, in this respect being comparable to 
the ordinary mariner’s compass, the circu- 
lar card of which always floats with its 
North Pole pointing in one direction. This 
sphere is divided into twelve parts like 
the sections of an orange, and it is these 
sections which constitute the “signs” of 
the zodiac. We are, however, chiefly con- 
cerned with its equatorial plane, for it is 
this which we measure in signs or de- 
grees, and which determines the zodiacal 
position of a planet. 


“Now it is clear that since this sphere 
of aura remains constantly ‘floating’ in 
one position while the earth journeys 
round the sun, the sun’s rays will suc- 
cessively pass through each one of the 
signs. If you place a lamp in the middle 
of a table, and walk once round the table, 
always facing one particular corner of the 
room, the rays of the light will have 
shone upon each part of the head in turn 


—the nose, left cheek, back of the head, 
right cheek, and so on... 

“It need hardly be mentioned that this 
‘aura’ does not turn round each day with 
the rotation of the earth on its axis, but 
that the earth spins round within it, like 
the wheel in a gyroscope.’ 

In other words this “aura” represents the 
collectivity of the whole solar system in re- 
lation to the earth. The earth spins round 
within it, just as any individual moves with- 
in his own environment; which environment 
represents for the individual the collective, 
that is, the sum-total of relationships this in- 
dividual can experience. ‘The zodiac is the 
collective environment of the earth and thus 
of mankind as.a whole. All cosmic relation- 
ships in which the earth can ever enter, all 
outside radiations which can ever penetrate 
the earth’s atmosphere and thus the lungs and 
blood of every breathing organism on earth 
—all must pass through the zodiac. In an- 
other sense, then, the zodiac is the placenta 
of the embryonic earth-body. All the build- 
ing energies which produce the growth of the 
embryo must pass through the placenta. The 
placenta is the formative zone, the zone in 
and from which the building energies and 
substances of the macrocosm vitalize the mi- 
crocosm,—the mother’s energies vitalize the 
embryo. 


As the solar and planetary rays pass suc- 
cessively through each one of the zodiacal 
signs, the growing microcosm accordingly re- 
ceives “nourishment” or stimulation—until 
eventually it reaches the state of perfect de- 
velopment. The earth is not perfectly devel- 
oped; neither is the human race. So year in 
year out the earth, the human race and all 
other life-species on this globe, receive more 
“cosmic substance,” more “macrocosmic food” 
—the very substance of the Celestial Hier- 
archies, in occult symbolism; the celestial 
Bread and Waters of universal Life. 


The reader who has thoroughly grasped the 
foregoing will then see readily that st does 
not tn the least matter whether the earth is 
said to revolve around the sun, or the sun 
around the earth. What we deal with in as- 
trology are three factors: the microcosm, the 
macrocosm and the relations between the two. 
This means, in other words, the particular, 
the universal and the sum-total of agencies 
by means of which the universal becomes fo- 
calized as a particular organic whole. The 
sum-total of these agencies constitute the zo- 
diac. And as far as we, men, are concerned 
the whole universe revolves around us; just 
as the mother’s life revolves around the ‘child. 


Egoism? Not at all: just common-sense. 
Modern science in trying to be very impersonal 
and objective does not yet realize that, when 
all is said and done, it is impersonal and ob- 
jective only insofar as individual human be- 
ings are concerned. All that science does is 
to give us a knowledge valid for all men on 
this earth. Philosophically, nay even prac-

tically speaking, scientific knowledge is utterly 
conditioned and limited by the earth’s boun- 
daries. The earth is like an embryo within 
the placenta. The embryo can only know di- 
rectly what occurs to and around him in terms 
of life within the womb. And so, the zodiac 
is actually what the theosophists call the 
“Ring-Pass-Not” of the earth. _ ; 

In scientific terminology the viewpoint and 
knowledge of all inhabitants of the earth is 
absolutely limited to what occurs within the 
magnetic field of the earth. It can only know 
the outside through disturbances in this mag- 
netic field. We know of sun, planets and 
stars ONLY their effects uxon the magnetic 
field of the earth. We have absolutely no 
way of knowing whether the rays of the stars 
are not regularly deflected by the magnetic 
field of the earth. All we can do is to meas- 
ure accurately disturbances in this magnetic 
field, or “eatth’s Aura.” There is no_philo- 
sophical and theoretical ace ag of ever 
knowing directly what actually is beyond the 
boundaries of this field. We can only know 
“by inference.” In other words, to use words 
which the new school of idealists especially 
among English physicists has popularized, our 
knowledge is valid only in terms of the “in- 
tellectual frame-work” which we have adopt- 
ed. This “frame-work,” which is perhaps 
man’s greatest objective creation, is relative 
to man. Modern science acknowledges the 


fact of its being “man-centered”—an interpre- 


tation of collectively experienced facts, col- 
lectively valid for mankind on earth. 

The zodiac symbolizes the frame-work to 
which every astrological phenomenon must be 
referred. It is thus man-centered and earth- 
centered. It is an abstraction and a symbol; 
just as the Holy City with its twelve gates— 
in the Biblical allegory—is an abstraction and 
a symbol. The zodiac is the Wall that sep- 
arates all inhabitants of the earth-surface 
from the universe. Symbolically, this Wall 
has twelve gates, twelve signs of the zodiac, 
twelve channels through which universal ener- 
gies flow. We speak of the “wall” of an 
atom; but mean only the limits of a magnetic 
field; and we now shoot high-powered par- 
ticles through this wall and so release from 
the atom’s “Holy City” one or more photons. 

Why do we speak of “Gates” in a “wall”; 
—why not an open field? Perhaps because 
(1) the boundaries of a magnetic field dif- 
ferentiates sharply enough the inner from the 
outer to appear as a solid wall—just as the 
surface of a table appears as solid as a wall, 
though it is nothing more than a magnetic 
field; (2) because energy, coming from out- 
side in and going from inside out, can pre- 
sumably either enter or exit in lumps called 
in modern physics quanta. And it may be that 
the way these quanta behave can be accur- 
ately, yet of course symbolically, expressed by 
the concept of ‘gates’—which open and close 
thythmically like the valves of the heart. 

However this may be, the fact is that the 


zodiac which we use in modern astrology is 
to be considered as surrounding the earth, but 
not a creation of the earth’s as a rotating 
globe. It is the expression of the relation 
earth-to-universe, and more particularly 
earth-to-sun. This is made evident by the 
fact that this postulated or symbolical sphere 
around the earth is orientated to the ecliptic 
and the pole of the ecliptic. It does not par- 
take in the axial rotation of the earth, or the 
inclination of the earth’s axis. It is thus in 
every way the same as the Ptolemaic zodiac! 
—only seen through the spectacles of modern 
astronomy. It is the “celestial sphere” of the 
astronomers, but limited to the “neighbor- 
hood” of the earth—using the term “neigh- 
borhood” as in modern physics. 

Many astrologers, however, often for the 
sake of simplicity, more often still because 
they do not consider attentively the logical 
foundations of the system they use, refer to 
the zodiac as if it were a vast sphere cen- 
tered in the sun and encompassing the entire 
solar system. Then there are some who de- 
liberately speak of it as the “magnetic field of 
the sun.” There is of course nothing wrong 
about this last idea; only it does not corre- 
spond either with the factual practical reality 
or the philosophical idea of the zodiac, as we 
apply the term zodiac today. 

The simplest illustration of this is contained 
in the following fact: If the signs of the zo- 
diac are a twelvefold segmentation of the 
space around the sun, and the earth passes 
through one of these segments each month, 
as it revolves around the sun, then it remains 
during, let us say, April in the sign Libra 
(and the sun appears thus to be in Aries). 
But if so, the moon revolving close to the 
earth remains in this sign Libra about as 
long as the earth does, that is a whole month! 
In other words, if we adopt this conception 
of the zodiac the whole fabric of astrology 
aS we use it today falls very much to pieces. 
We have to think of an earth zodiac through 
which the Moon moves (the lunar zodiac of 


the past perhaps?) ; we have to give up the 


idea of retrograde planets. In other words, 
we have to have an entirely new astrological 
frame of reference. The idea, however, is 
attractive to the scientific type of astrologer. 
From our standpoint, it does not fit in with 
the basic principles of astrological symbolism. 
For it involves the idea that we can legiti- 
mately imagine ourselves on the sun and that 
we can interpret life and planetary relation- 
ships from there. To us this is not philo- 
sophically acceptable. As we said we are 
dealing in astrology with the interpretation of 
facts of experience. Thus as long as we ex- 
perience in and through earth-born and earth- 
conditioned bodies we cannot assume the im- 
aginary viewpoint of a being with an actual 
sun-born and sun-conditioned body. We know 
actually nothing about the sun, except the op- 
eration of some center of radiations which

AutHor’s Note. I obtained the birth hour 
as 10 p. m. from a little old Irish woman, 
Mrs. Sadie Sullivan, in New York about 10 
years ago. She had been a friend and neigh- 
bor of Jim’s mother at the time of Jim’s 
birth. Mrs. Sullivan has now passed on. She 
told me then the same story about Jim’s birth 
that Parker Morell tells in his biography of 
Jim. I had always been interested in Diamond 
Jim (a Leo-Taurus like myself) as my cousin, 
Miley Pratt, knew him well and was often 
telling stories about him. My cousin Miley 
was associated with Frolenz Ziegfeld and was 
one of the pallbearers at Ziegfeld’s funeral. 
These two men knew Diamond Jim well. 
always meant to set up Jim’s horoscope after 
getting his hour from Mrs. Sullivan, but never 
did so until a few months ago when his bi- 
ography appeared in the Cosmopolitan. Jn this, 
Parker Morell gives a vivid picture of Jim’s 
birth. His father ran a popular saloon for 
workingmen who worked long hours, from 
about 6 a. m. to 7 p. m., and then would fore- 
gather until midnight in the Brady saloon, 

On the night of Jim’s birth, Morell pictures 
the customers standing around for a couple 
of hours, waiting for the announcement of 
the sex of Brady’s second child, who was 
expected that evening in the apartment upstairs 
from the saloon. They were wishing it would 
be a boy because then the proud father would 
stand host for the drinks for the rest of the 
night. After the announcement that a boy had 
arrived, the customers put in a wild evening 
at the expense of Brady. 

Morell did not give the hour in his biography 
of Jim but his story of the birth certainly 
bears out Mrs. Sullivan’s statement that the 
hour was around 10 p. m. A chart set up for 
this hour is so very Satisfactory from every 
possible viewpoint that the time must be very 
nearly exact. If you will look at the numer- 
ous pictures of Jim which appeared in the 
Cosmopolitan in various installments last year, 
you will be satisfied that he has Taurus ris- 
ing with Mars strong in his face. 10 p. m. 
puts Mars in close opposition to the ascending 
degree and he had “the heavy undershot jaw 
of a fighter,” as his biographer says. This is 
not characteristic of Taurus alone. a

recently appeared in the Cos- 
mopolitan Magazine, the editorial comment

on the serial included these remarks: “Dia- 
mond Jim Brady, the fastest liver, the freest 
spender, the most Gargantuan eater, the 
greatest go-getter America has even seen 

. Most fabulous figure of the Gay Nine- 
ties, Diamond Jim flashed across the 
heavens of New York night life like a glit- 
tering comet trailing an incredible amount 
of gold The Ripleyesque story of the 
most colorful personality that ever walked 
the sidewalks of New York... The private 
life of an expense account! For Brady 
(part of whose personal ballyhoo consisted 
of 20,000 diamonds) was the first salesman 
who put wine, women and song on the pay 
roll!” 


His birth chart, therefore, should be as 
interesting as the man himself. It is, and 
in many ways describes him so clearly that 
even a novice in astrology could predict 
some of the highlights of his career. Of 
course, there are a number of points which 
require an experienced skill to decipher. 

Jim Brady was born in New York City at 
9.59 p.m. L.M.T. on August 12, 1856, the 
second son of a genial Irish saloon keeper 
who came to an alcoholic end when Jim was 
seven. (Saturn, ruler 10th, in Cancer, 
heavily afflicted). Like many children with 
Uranus rising, Jim acquired a step-father 
through his mother’s remarriage. Jim left 
school—and home—at the age of 11 to take 
a job as bellboy in a popular hotel. His 
brother was also employed in the same ca- 
pacity. Saturn, ruler 10th, in Cancer 
(hotels) in 3rd (brother, also education) in 
opposition to Moon (ruler 4th, home) 
caused this experience. 

Jim’s mother is described by Cancer on 
the 4th. After Jim’s departure, she ran an 
immigrant hotel for girls from Ireland 
(ruler Moon in 9th). The Moon in the 
sign of its detriment and heavily afflicted 
shows why Jim never got on amiably with 
his mother, in spite of his best efforts later 
in life. During Jim’s years in hotel work, 
he met his first patron, Toucey, a high of- 
ficial of the New York Central Railroad 
who gave Jim, at 15, a chance to learn rail- 
roading “from the bottom up.” Uranus, 
ruler of railroads, operated here. Jim took 
his brother into this work with him. After 
Jim had had several promotions, both boys 
lost their jobs through some indiscretion— 
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or worse—of the brother. Jim would never 
explain this affair (Saturn in 3rd square 
Jupiter in 12th) but from this day on he 
maintained an attitude of enmity toward 
his brother. 


Saturn afflicted in the 3rd, together with 
the fact that his chart contains no planets 
nor angles in air signs, explains why Jim’s 
education was of a very rudimentary sort. 
He attended night business school, how- 
ever, for several years, studying bookkeep- 
ing (Taurus rising) and also telegraphy 
(Uranus rising). After Jim’s discharge, his 
patron Toucey got him a job with a rail- 
road supply house. According to Parker 
Morell’s fascinating biography, “Diamond 
Jim,” which is now available in book form 
(Simon & Schuster, $3), from which in this 
article, all data and quotations about events 
in Jim’s life have been taken, Jim’s new 
boss immediately recognized that the new 
employee had the potentialities of a first- 
class salesman. “Jim possessed an infec- 
tious personality. He knew railroading; he 
had an instinctive knowledge of psychol- 
ogy; and best of all, he had confidence in 
himself.” Here we see his Leo planets 
working in harmony with his rising Uranus. 
Uranus is an incalculable planet and in 
many ways its square to Jim’s Leo group 
was of inestimable benefit to him. 

Due to his Capricorn-Cancer configura- 
tion, Jim was not lacking in the thrifty in- 
stinct. (In fact, even in later years when 
Jim gave away money and diamonds with 
princely prodigality, still he would never 
return to any place which overcharged him.) 
He had $200 saved up and his first act after 
being employed by the railroad supply 
house was to invest this money in a dia- 
mond ring, to impress his prospective cus- 
tomers. 


As independent salesman (Leo) for this 
railroad supply house (Uranus in Taurus), 
Jim had definitely come into his destined 
field. The Ascendant and 6 planets in fixed 
signs made him averse to change and he 
maintained his relationship with this firm 
throughout most of his life. With Leo 
loyalty, he refused to leave those who gave 
him his first big opportunity even when, 
later, he could have made more profitable 
connections elsewhere. Jim attracted 
money (Taurus) as the magnet does a 
needle, from his first day as salesman. His 
brilliant Leo satellitium in the 5th also 
gave him unusual luck at cards, and all his 
winnings were invariably converted into 
diamonds. With all the spectacular easy 
luck of his Leo planets and a rising Uranus, 
Jim’s Saturn, in the 3rd and ruling the 10th, 
made him compile laborious reports and 
private notebooks giving detailed scientific 
analyses of sales markets, case histories 
of railroad workers and their families, and 
the exact amount of the equipment in use 


on every division. “In the years to fol- 
low, these records were to form the largest 
part of his stock in trade.” 

From 1880 to 1890, Jim’s first 10 years on 
the road to every part of the country 
(ruler 10th in 3rd, business travelling rail- 
road mileage stretched out into remote sec- 
tions of America, increasing almost 50% 
in one decade. This period of transporta. 
tion expansion gave Jim, as a railroad sup- 
ply man, an opportunity to sell goods which 
no other period, before or since, could have 
equalled. In 1888, his firm allowed him to 
become the sole American representative 
for an English steel railroad car under- 
truck. Its English owners had failed utter- 
ly to introduce this truck into the Amer- 
ican field. Jim, never afraid to take a 
chance (Jupiter in Aries), put this truck 
over in a big way by offering to pay the 
costs of a demonstration test, which was 
wholly successful, for the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Every Railroad in the coun- 
try then clamored for Jim’s pressed-steel 
truck which immediately made the old 
wrought-iron truck obsolete (influence of 
Uranus). 

Jupiter in this chart is in the 12th house 
in a degree of Aries connected with steel. 
Jupiter here, rules the 8th and 9th_ houses, 
This combination of influences worked out 
in giving Jim possession of a secret (12th 
house) formula from English (9th-foreign 
countries) which was capable of producing 
a steel of great tensile strength, unrivalled 
in America for use in the manufacture of 
locomotive fireboxes and boilers. Jim won 
the support of two Wall Street financiers 
(Jupiter ruling 8th, others’ money) and 
bought the Carbon Steel Company’s plant 
in Pittsburgh in order to produce the new 
steel, for which the orders were rolling in 
like a great flood. Thus Jim became a steel 
tycoon (Mars, ruler of steel, angular and 
dignified in Scorpio, trine Saturin, ruler

“Partly because he felt that a certain 
amount of dignity (Leo was incumbent 
upon his three (steel company) positions 
and partly because his love of finery was 
as deep-seated as his love for food 
(Taurus), he dressed in a way that indi 
cated an income at least 10 times greater 
than the one which was actually his. His 
diamonds, which in other years had been 
the means of his gaining the entrée to 
strange offices, were now serving still an- 
other purpose. People seeing him could 
not help but wonder who he was. And 
Jim resolved to keep on buying diamonds 
and wearing them until all the world knew 
him at the first glance. It was not nearly 
so much of an idiosyncrasy as it was a mat 
ter of clever personal advertising for strictly 
business reasons.” Leo the showman put 
ting himself on display! The square of 
Uranus to his Leo group probably ac 
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counts for his ostentation and lack of taste. 


Hotels played a leading part in Jim’s 
career (ruler 10th in Cancer). During the 
last decade of the 19th century, New York 
City (ruled by Cancer) saw the opening 
of many fine hotels. Their luxurious at- 
mosphere, as well as the unrivalled the- 
atrical fare, began to attract so many of 
Jim’s distant customers to the big city on 
business trips each year that Jim found he 
no longer had to do much travelling in or- 
der to secure business. As might be ex- 
pected from his magnificent Sth house 
(pleasure), he shone as a host and landed 
most of his big orders around 3 a.m. after 
feasting and a round of Broadway gayety. 

Jim had been an inveterate theater-goer 
(Leo) since his earliest youth and came to 
know intimately every prominent American 
theatrical figure of his time. With his ruler 
Venus in Leo conjoined with Regulus, a 
star of great eminence, his affections were 
generally centered on famous actresses. 
Lotta Crabtree claimed his first devotion 
but Lillian Russell was his “lifelong friend 
and heartache.” Anna Held, Blanche Ring, 
Marie Dressler, Lily Langtry, Weber and 
Fields were among the thousands of ac- 
tresses and actors who benefitted by his 
dazzling gifts. His generosity to women, 
in jewels alone, cost him over three million 
dollars. He never turned down anyone, 


known to him or not, who appealed for 


financial help. ; 

Jim helped Florenz Ziegfeld along in his 
career by lending him $15,000 to bring Anna 
Held to America where she was an instant 
“hit.” His 5th house flair manifested itself 
favorably in another way—betting and 
speculation. He won $180,000 in one night, 
placing bets on the McKinley election in 
1896! Another time, he took a chance on 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad stock 
when it was considered worthless. He sold 
his holdings some years later at a profit 
of $1,250,000. > o 

But “lucky at cards, unlucky in love. 
The square of Uranus in Taurus to his Leo 
group never let him down in a financial 
way but it certainly worked overtime in his 
love affairs. His first serious love affair 
(which did not occur until he was 37, Moon 
in Capricorn opposition Saturn) was with 
a lovely southern society girl. The match 
was broken off by her parents who would 
not permit Jim to see her and who returned 
his love letters unopened (Moon afflicted 
by Saturn, parental opposition, in the 3rd, 
letters). Lillian Russell, in whose Jap he 
casually dropped a million dollars tm cur- 
rency during his proposal, asking her to 
consider the money as a wedding present, 
refused him as a husband though she was 
always his loyal friend. Edna McCauley, 
a beautiful shopgril whose face reminded 
him of his lost southern sweetheart, was 


deaf to his pleas for marriage (Jim had a 
few of the conventional Taurean ideas!) 
and left him abruptly after 10 years of 
happy and—to her—enormously profitable 
association. She eloped with Jesse Lew- 
ishon, Jim’s best friend and Lillian Russell’s 
most constant escort for 12 years! Here 
we see a tie-up between the 5th house 
planets in square to Uranus, ruler 11th, 
friends. 

During the depression of 1895, Jim’s 
Jupiter in Aries and his Leo planets gave 
him the courage to carry out a daring plan. 
He sold his Brooklyn Rapid Transit stock 
for $139,000 and spent it all “building up 
good will.” (How could Taurus-Leo be bet- 
ter expressed?) “This was not the act of 
a profligate, this reckless spending of 
money. It came close to being the great- 
est stroke of genius on the part of a man 
whose entire business life was made up of 
brilliant acts. In a year when everyone 
else was counting pennies ... Jim was bank- 
ing on the future of his country and taking 
the greatest chance in the world.” 

The first serious business competition to 
enter Jim’s life came in 1897 from a rival 
steel company (Mars in Scorpio in 7th). 
Jim solved this difficulty, with his partners’ 
aid, by arranging a merger of the two com- 
panies, thus forming “one gigantic concern 
which would dominate the car-building 
business. The company was a financial suc- 
cess from the start.” 

Jim had rare fits of violent anger (Mars 
in close opposition to a Taurean Ascend- 
ant). One of these occurred when he broke 
his association (Mars on 7th) with the 
merger firm after its officials had made 
some changes during Jim’s absence in 
Europe (Moon afflicted in 9th). Following 
this break, every important car-building 
company in America endeavored to get 
Jim’s services. However, with the help of 
the chief engineer of his old company (part 
of fortune in Virgo in 6th, employees), who 
got the capital from Andrew Mellon, Jim 
formed his own Standard Steel Company 
and rose to new financial heights as vice- 
president and sales head of this concern. 

Jim went abroad twice, each time with a 
woman “relative.” (Moon in 9th, travel, 
part ruler 3rd, relatives). The first time his 
sister accompanied him; the second time 
his companion was Edna McCauley, whom 
he introduced as his “niece.” Jim travelled 
in his usual grand style, demanding the cap- 
tain’s suite on the boat. He especially en- 
joyed his stay in France (ruled by Leo) 
where he played lavish host to nearly all 
the American actors and actresses in Paris. 
Moon in 9th and ruling 4th had an interest- 
ing expression when he returned to 
America from this trip abroad. He drove 
straight from the dock to a new home 
which he had bought as a surprise for Edna 
and which, during his absence, had been 
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furnished by leading decorators in accord- 
ance with Jim’s own suggestions. 

The house contained “the most elaborate 
furnishings New York had seen up to that 
time. Collin Marsh (the decorator’s) bill 
alone was for $320,000.” The mansion 
boasted a huge billiard and gaming room 
(Leo) with all equipment heavily be- 
jewelled and a croupier’s rake of solid gold. 
This Uranian-Taurean’s home naturally 
boasted an unusual kitchen and dining room. 
The kitchen “was perhaps the only culinary 
establishment in New York, if not in the 
country, with its own attached bath” for the 
servants. The huge dining room, besides 
containing sculptured lions and bulls also 
had an alcove whose tapestry screen hid an- 
other bathroom! In Jim’s bedroom, amid 
the beautiful furniture and rare Oriental 
rugs, reposed an enormous barber chair; 
Comfort (Taurus) always came _ before 
beauty with Jim. The hall opposite his 
bedroom was lined with 5 chests of draw- 
ers designed to accommodate Jim’s under- 
wear and 5000 handkerchiefs! He gave his 
lavish parties in an Oriental apartment 
called the Turkish Room (ruler 4th in 9th). 
On the third floor was an amazing Tiger 
Room with floors covered with gorgeous 
tiger skins and with polished satinwood 
woodwork which had a grain resembling 
tiger stripes. A bed adorned with tigers 
liberally encrusted with rubies and opals 
was the most surprising feature. Every 
year theréafter, Jim had the whole house 
refurnished from attic to cellar (changeable 
Cancer on 4th). After Edna left him and 
Jim had recovered from the shock, he cele- 
brated his new independence by refurnishing 
his home at a cost of more than $400,000. 

Our Taurean, of course, could not be 
happy without his own farm in the country. 
He bought a huge place in New Jersey for 
$68,000 and, after remodeling it to suit his 
own extraordinary ideas and engaging his 
usual decorators to furnish it, it was a rather 
expensive “farmhouse.” Jim was too strong 
a Taurean to let anyone else buy the live- 
stock for him and he proceeded to stock the 
place with enough cows, pigs, horses, dogs, 
chickens and pigeons for a place 6 times as 
large. “Counted in actual dollars and cents, 
every vegetable and every animal grown or 
raised on Ellesdale Manor Farm—as Edna 
had. named the place—cost at least 5 times 
as much as its duplicate would have cost in 
the open market.” Jim threw this country 
estate open to all his theatrical friends, but 
even then, he could not manage to use up all 
the food grown there. Selling the surplus 
never occurred to Jim, who solved his diff- 
culty by making up huge hampers of food 
and sending them to his customers and to 
hungry actors and actresses. The hampers 
were constructed of zinc and each one held 
a cake of ice to preserve the food in transit! 

In 1896, Jim started his famous Christmas 


list, a philanthropy discontinued only with 
his death. “A little item of 117 twenty-pound 
turkeys headed the lift of gifts! These were 
carefully packed in huge wooden boxes, sur- 
rounded by chestnuts, cranberries, celery and 
giant sweet potatoes. A week before Christ- 
mas Day they were dispatched by fast freight 
to points in almost every corner of the coun- 
try. Chief clerks, secretaries, section fore- 
men—even the engineers, firemen and con- 
ductors of trains upon which Jim had tray- 
eled were remembered. In the city, Jim’s 
coachmen made personal delivery of similar 
boxes to the homes of policemen, firemen, 
street cleaners.” 

Our Leonian was always pleased when the 
newspapers referred to him as a “gentleman 
sportsman.” His love of the theatre gave him 
great publicity. “No man in the United States 

. . ever attained his reputation as a critic 
of the theater,” Ziegfeld said of Jim. But 
his demonstration of “critical powers” was 
rather comical. “If Diamond Jim went to 
sleep (Taurus) before the first act was over,” 
Ziegfeld said, “managers knew it was a sure 
bet that the show would be a failure. If he 
stayed awake for two acts, they knew that 
the chances were the show would have a fair 
run. And if he stayed awake for all three 
acts ... the show was going to be a corker!” 


With Uranus rising, Jim found all modern 
methods of transit of intense interest. At 
the Chicago World Fair, he had seen one of 
the amazing “horseless carriages” and _had 
lost no time in placing an order for one. Two 
years later it was ready and Jim, who was 
in Europe with his sister, hurried home at 
once prepared to startle the metropolis. His 
first appearance in the streets of New York 
in his automobile—the first one to be seen 
there—was the cause of five runaways and 
general bedlam which tied up traffic for two 
hours and made newspaper headlines next 
day. Jim had previously caused almost as 
much talk with the 12 gold and bejeweled 
bicycles he had made for himself and _ his 
friends. The one he ordered built for Lillian 
Russell was heavy gold-plated and studed with 
diamonds, sapphires, rubies and emeralds, with 
mother-of-pearl handlebars! Both Jim and 
Lillian reveled in the publicity which their 
rides on these bicycles brought them. 

Jim had phenomenal luck with horses. His 
Jupiter in the 12th accounts for the fact that 
he did not race his horses under his own 
name, fearing that a reputation as a race horse 
owner might injure his business standing. 
(Jupiter square Saturn ruler 10th.) After his 
horses had won every important race of the 
1902 season, the Jockey Club purposely made 
several rules which effectively prevented Jim 
from entering any more horses except under 
his own name. (Jupiter afflicted by Saturn 
and by Moon in the 9th.) Jim was forced to 
sell his racers, first giving a dinner in honor 
of Gold Heels, his best horse. This festive 
occasion was graced by the luminaries of 
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stage and race course, and cost Jim $100,000. 
Diamond brooches for the ladies and diamond- 
studded watches for the men were Jim’s gifts 
to his guests. 

This amazing Uranian had 30 complete sets 
of jewelry, one for each day in the month! 
Each set had its own watch, ring, scarfpin, 
tie clip, pencil, watch chain, shirt studs, vari- 
out other buttons, belt buckle, eyeglass case 
and pocketbook clasp. The 30 sets contained 
a total of 20,000 diamonds. His first and most 
famous set was a Transportation Set (Uranus) 
to celebrate his 40th year in railroading. “Ev- 
ery animal and every appliance concerned in 
the business of carrying men and goods on 
their lawful business became its subjects.” 
An airplane was included in this set, and the 
belt buckle “for no particular reason” (his bi- 
ographer says, not knowing about Leo the 
Lion) had a lion and tiger rampant. This 
one set cost Jim $105,000. Another famous 
collection was his Racing Set, carried out in 
rubies, diamonds and sapphires, the colors as- 
signed him by the Jockey Club. “Also in- 
cluded in this astonishing array of jewelry 
were a pearl set, a cat’s-eye set, a star-sapphire 
set, a black opal set, a Napoleon set (made 
up of diamonds which had belonged to the 
Emperor Napoleon, another Leo). Also, a 
colored-sapphire set, a garnet set, a sporting 
crystal set, a topaz (Leo stone) set, an aba- 
lone-pearl set, an amethyst set, a moonstone 
set, a coral set, a United states coin set (made 
up entirely of rare ten and twenty dollar gold 
pieces), a sardonyx set, an amatrice set, an 
imperial jade set, a thompsonite set, and a 
plain white set (made of linen with diamond 
ornamentations).” : 

Jim’s thoughts were not only of himself. 
A more generous man never lived. His Sun, 
ruler Venus, and Mercury in the last decan 
of Leo are in special degrees which Maurice 
Wemyss’ researches have connected with 
“generosity, display, extravagance, benevo- 
lence, hospitality, eminence, brilliancy, sym- 
pathy and understanding of human nature. 
In Jim’s office suite was a room stacked to the 
ceiling with beautiful new clothes, gold pen- 
cils, statuary and other things. “He never 
called on anyone without bringing a gift of 
some sort.” Leo, the 5th sign, fixed and 
unchangeable in its nature, 1s appropriately 
connected in astrology with past lives or fixed 
destiny, and from the prominence of this sign 
and its house in Jim’s chart we may suppose 
that he was a reincarnation of one of those 
old patriarchs who took on the responsibility 
of their whole tribe, or an Oriental potentate 
given to the distribution of truly royal pres- 
ents. , 

One of his friends told a tale of how Jim 
got a ticket to the Moran-Willard boxing 
match for an out-of-town customer. This last- 
minute ticket cost Jim $750 but he presented 
it to his friend with no mention of the trouble 
and expense involved in securing it. 

Jim was taken ill in 1912 with a gallstone 
attack (Mars in Scorpio opposition Ascend- 


ant). Believing his death imminent, he or- 
dered his secretary to take a parcel of papers 
from his safe and burn them. They were per- 
sonal IOU notes amounting to over $200,000, 
from Jim’s Broadway friends and acquaint- 
ances, and his characteristic thought in his ill- 
ness was to save his friends financial embar- 
rassment in the event of his death. 

Dr. Hugh H. Young of John Hopkins pulled 
Jim thru his illness. Jim showed his 
gratitude by a gift to the doctor of $200,000 
to build and equip a urological clinic and Jab- 
oratory. For the first time in his life, our 
Leonian discovered during his months in the 
hospital, that “there were other things in life 
besides theaters and diamonds and pretty 
girls.” The triple philanthropic influence of 
Neptune in Pisces on the 12th cusp showed 
out here. He presented the hospital nurses 
with 50 diamond rings. 

Jim, an enormous eater (Taurus) all his 
life, weighed 240 lbs. and was 6 feet tall. 
Special hospital equipment had to be hurriedly 
made to accommodate his bulk. The most 
amazing fact was the doctors’ discovery that 
Jim had a stomach 6 times as large as normal 
(Moon square Jupiter, among other factors). 

A couple of years before his death, during 
the World War period, Jim consummated the 
largest business deal of his career. He sold 
38,000 freight cars to the French (Leo) Gov- 
ernment for $100,000,000 

Jim died in Atlantic City on April 13, 1917 
in the middle of his 60th year. The cause was 
a combination of angina pectoris (Leo com- 
plaint), diabetes and kidney troubles (drag- 
on’s tail in Libra in 6th). With minor excep- 
tions, all his money was bequeathed to charity 
(Jupiter, ruler 8th, in 12th). At his funeral 
in New York, police reserves had to be sum- 
moned to handle the host of men, women and 
children in all walks of life whom Jim had 
befriended and who had loved him. It is ex- 
tremely interesting to note that Jupiter, ruler 
8th (death) is in a degree connected with 
policemen ! 

Jim’s chart is of great interest in many ways. 
It cannot be fully understood without a study 
of fixed-star and degree influences. There 
are no powerful interplanetary good aspects 
except the trine of Mars to Saturn, and Leo 
conjunctions. The M. C. is favored with the 
trine of Uranus and the sextile of Neptune, 
the two incalculable planets. There are sey- 
eral severe squares, and Mars opposes Pluto 
and the Ascendant. Jupiter in the 12th was 
a wonderful talisman against misfortune. No 
enemies (12th house) caused him injury, and 
his biographer does not record a single in- 
stance of theft of Jim’s jewels or anything 
else. His failure to marry may be attributed 
to Mars in the 7th opposition Pluto. Moon in 
Capricorn opposed by Saturn, and Venus ap- 
plying to no aspects before leaving her sign 
of Leo. With three cardinal signs occupied 
by planets, Jim was interested in politics and 
was made a member of Tammany Hall, but 
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these planets are all cadent and his interest 
was not deep. With the luminaries afflicted, 
one by Saturn and the other by Uranus, Jim 
had some trouble with his eyesight. 

Many fixed stars prominent by planetary con- 
junction is a safe rule for eminence. Jim’s 
rising Uranus was conjoined with Algol. A 
perhaps far-fetched idea occurs to me here. 
Algol was anciently represented as Medusa, 
whose gaze changed everyone into stone. Jim 
changed everything he could into another kind 
of stone—diamonds! In no other way that I 
can think of did this so-called malefic star 
affect his life, except, possibly, in his glutton- 
ous habits. I have several examples in my 
files where Algol is prominent and where the 
native has been an unusually heavy eater but 
did not drink. (Charles V of Germany is one 
example.) In spite of malefics in water signs, 
Jim never touched liquor nor even tea or cof- 
fee. Neptune is unafflicted, and his Mars in 
trine to Saturn gave enormous will-power, 
sufficient to overcome the temptation to drink 
offered all his life long by very gay com- 
panions, many of them heavy drinkers. Jim’s 
favorite drinks were milk (Taurus) and or- 
ange juice (Leo). His main food was meat 
and seafood (carnivorous Leo). He had a 
remarkable instinct for correct food combina- 
tions (Virgo on 6th cusp). 

lim’s ruler Venus was less than one degree 
away (in 1856) from the wonderful star Regu- 
lus, giving fame and the favor of eminent 
people. His Saturn is near Sirius and Mars 
is on Acrux, both very fortunate stars. The 
M. C. is with Deneb, which the ancients 
claimed gave “liberality, and ability to com- 
mand.” His Jupiter is cadent, retrograde, 
afflicted by the square of Saturn and the Moon, 
and devoid of good aspects. Yet it is with the 
star Algenib, a combination which has been 
considered good for “financial success.” 

According to the degree influences discov- 
ered by Maurice Wemyss and reported in his 
three scholarly volumes, “The Wheel of Life,” 
Jim’s Jupiter is a degree of “superiority, tri- 
umph and self-assertion.” Further, it is in one 
of the two special degree areas connected with 
metal and steel. The other degree area with 
the same metallic significance is around 7° 
of Scorpio where Jim’s Mars is placed. Both 
these areas are in signs, Aries and Scorpio, 
which are ruled by Mars, planetary ruler of 
steel. The degree holding Mars is also con- 
nected withe gluttony, ambition, keen desires, 
and also with jewels and luxuries. Wemyss 
claims that “railroads come largely under 
Libra or Aries 10° (near Jim’s Jupiter) ... 
Those whose talent lies in (railroad) organiza- 
tion have the early degrees of Taurus, Scor- 
pio (Jim’s Ascendant, Pluto and Mars are 
in these areas) blended with Cancer, Cap- 
ricorn” influences. In Jim’s chart, we find 
Capricorn on the M. C. with ruler Saturn in 
Cancer, so he has fulfilled all the degree and 
sign conditions necessary for railroading suc- 
cess! Capricorn 19°, on Jim’s M. C., is also 


in the special limited Capricorn area connected 
with railroads. 

Uranus is in a degree connected with bar- 
gains, covenants or promises, and mathematics, 
Jim could drive a sharp diamond bargain, and 
much of his railroad supply business was con- 
ducted on a personal-promise basis, his cus- 
tomers trusting his word as to the reliability 
of the goods ordered. His work required 
mathematical ability. The Moon and Saturn 
are in degrees of laboriousness; we remember 
in this connection Jim’s early painstaking re- 
ports and sales analyses that laid the founda- 
tion for much of his future success. The same 
degrees are connected with pessimism and 
habit. Jim was often despondent over what 
he considered his “ugly face” which he imag- 
ined stood in the way of his winning a con- 
genial mate. He was typically Taurean in 
appearance but had “the heavy undershot jaw 
of a fighter’ (Mars opposition Ascendant), 
“Sartorially, he was as nearly as perfect as 
money and skilful tailoring could make any 
man.” He had a great roar of a voice and 
could be very stubborn on occasion, like all 
Taureans. As for the Moon and Saturn 
in degrees of “habit,” Jim could not change 
his habits of living even when his doctor ad- 
vised him that they would materially shorten 
his life. Fixed signs strong of course made 
any change of habit very difficult. 

Wemyss tells us that “the chief indication 
of extravagance are Aquarius or Leo afficted, 
especially around the 22nd or 23rd degrees” 
particularly when blended with the region 
around Taurus, Scorpio 6°-9°, keen desires. 
Jim’s Mercury (mind) in exact square to 
Uranus from fixed signs is an indication of 
some obsessing idea (his love of diamonds) 
but this circumstance of his chart is strength- 
ened by the fact that the degrees connected 
with monomania are here prominent. These 
degrees are in the region of Aries 9° blended 
with Capricorn 19°, degrees which, under af- 
fliction, are connected with illogic and narrow 
specialization. 

The last decan of Taurus associated with 
fatalism, and Jim laughed at his doctors, be- 
lieving he would not die until the hour had 
struck. 

I was certain I would find a symbol con- 
nected with jewels, for one of the planetary 
degrees in Jim’s chart, in the Alan Leo manual, 
“Degrees of the Zodiac Symbolized,” and | 
was not disappointed. Borelli gives the fol- 
lowing symbol for the degree holding Jim's 
Mars, Scorpio 7°: “A man standing with his 
left foot upon the shoulder of a spade. A pick 
axe lies upon the ground, and in his hand he 
holds a jewel which reflects the Sun’s rays.” 
Sepharial has given the following interpreta- 
tion of this symbol: “It denotes one who shall 
gain his position in the world by fortuitous 
means .. . He may become a great trader i 
precious stones, a discoverer of rare minerals 
(Jim’s secret formula for steel, which he did

plan before him, keeping the perfect picture 
in his mind only, the onlooker would have 
considered the weaving as hopeless labor, but 
as first one thread was used, then another, 
of different hue, perhaps, finally something 
definite in form began to emerge until at last 
before you appeared a completed pattern—not 
built-in borrowed ideas, nor uninteresting at- 
tempts, but a loved-into-being design. The 
loom had been told something from the weav- 
er’s inner self and though an impatience, which 
was really a glorified patience gave him in- 
spiration, the work was done with a deep 
sense of peace, a rejoicing over the first bare- 
ness and difficulties conquered, the high qual- 
ity of the inner standards triumphed and the 
influence of the Stranger Within was felt as 
being from the divine, bathed in flame, the 
good and true had entered into the weaver’s 
hands, giving him the ability for expression, 
becoming a part of the continuity of his life’s 
work. In beauty it was finished, in beauty it 
was finished, exclaimed he in joy of fulfill- 
ment! 

What has this to do with your sign in the 
Zodiac? Just this, each act, thought, desire, 
are the strands, the threads, by which you 
weave your tapestry of life; the individuality, 
the Free Will of each one of us is the weaver, 
back of this is the force which will be given 
by that Stranger Within who only awaits the 
invitation to be at one with you.

Libra, extending from about September 
22nd to October 22nd, is the seventh sign of 
the Zodiac, airy, cardinal, balancing. ’Tis said 
that in ages gone, there was no Libra sign, 
Virgo and Scorpio were adjacent to each 
other, but after man tried to make the journey 
of life alone, it became apparent to the Higher 
Ones that some balance must be introduced 
into the cycles of evolution, so the symbolism 
of Libra’s sign, which is the scales, was 
placed for this esoteric purpose, between 
Virgo and Scorpio. One arm of the Libra 
sign points toward Virgo, a path of purity 
and chastity, the other arm directed toward 
the Scorpio sign, as difficult a symbol to earn 
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as any in the Zodiac. The Sign of Scorpio, 
which rules generation and death and destruc- 
tion, if not transfigured by the golden radiance 
of Service and Faith. Now in Libra, you can 
readily see, man comes to judgment; it is at 
this point that every neophyte comes to the 
parting of the ways, meeting trials and tests 
as to whether he be worthy to receive the 
great blessing of more light, which is the 
ultimate achievement of the Quest. 
Symbolically, the native is going down into 
darkness, which precedes him in the next sign, 
so the planet of restraint, Saturn, is exalted 
in Libra; cheerfulness and its opposite, melan- 
choly; optimism and pessimism, will be found 
equal in the Libran, these opposing character- 
istics express themselves by making change- 
ableness a trait in the possessor of the sign, 
up in the heights of enthusiasm, then seem- 
ingly without reason, the Libra scales swing: 
and crash go hopes and aspirations, the native 
is in the depths of despair, despondency. 
Do you perceive your problem? Go into the 
secret places of your inmost self, where still- 
ness and perfect peace will make you know 
and realize the greatness of your possibilities 
—be still and know! Can you do this of your 
own strength? No, I think not, and because 
of this need for help, there have been the 
masters, who preceded us by many lives, hav- 
ing courageously blazed the Path, guide-posts 
placed for us, but the directions, the messages, 
upon these are all in symbolic form, forms of 
esoteric meaning for the casual pilgrim, eso- 
teric and profound, but happy, for the earnest 
one! The Libran comes along and if he has 
not learned his lesson, he is very apt to be 
a bit bouncy, skimming the words of guidance 
with just a surface reaction, but he has an 
innate longing for the deeper understanding, 
so it is for him, that some one from another 
sign may be the one who should advise and 
suggest, so that the esoteric lesson shall not 
be missed. Do you see how interwoven is 
the design for living? Each one must ever 
lift his love for service to universal thinking, 
so that the illumination accorded may shine 
for struggling souls, who otherwise might 
miss the Way, do not search for the Grail 
away from home too seriously, the suppliant 
who holds the cup may be at your own door! 
The last one of the trinity named above, the 
arts, will be the means for unfoldment and 
therapeutic value for the establishing of poise 
and balance in the true Libran.

to believe in himself, in his gifts, in his happi- 
ness and progress, doing this he will develop 
the personality so that will induce others to 
appreciate and believe also. Life will endeavor 
to perfect you of the sign by tests and dis. 
appointments, so the way you meet them and 
incorporate their significance into your life 
determines your success and happiness; strive 
for mental and spiritual poise with unflagging 
effort, welcome try-outs, calms and quietness 
should not please you, you will slump if you 
have too prosaic and luke-warm incidents in 
your life. 

In weaving the design for your life, divide 
the threatening sky of problems, there may 
be an appearance of blackness, but the blue 
and the gold will predominate, soon the hori- 
zons will stretch hopefully on and on to 
where you may journey with a deep sense 
of peace, rejoicing over the ugliness defeated, 
the divinity of all will be disclosed bathed in 
a pure flame, as the good and true things 
learned from the masters enter into your be- 
ing and in truth can you say: “In beauty it 
is finished !” i 

Unconsciously man builds, but when he 
begins to develop with awareness, then and 
then only has he the chance to bring out his 
creative power, the advancement depends upon 
the use of latent ability; this is imperative 
so that in another life there may be some- 
thing carried over as a nucleus, a center for 
the new life. 

You of this sign, have masters peculiarly 
adapted for you, the Scandinavian ruggedness 
of composition, because of the unfoldment 
derived from their severe but well rounded 
technique—the Philosopher’s Stone, the ideal 
and translation. You will find with these 
Scandinavians, colors and forms suitable for 
you which persistently return, as you grow 
better acquainted with their hues; grays and 
blacks will assail vou but you will be relieved 
by bits of brightness, elusive as summer sun 
glinting through a thick forest which some- 
times seems green, like frost on a _ spruce 
But you need the austerity, the hardiness, the 
starkness of these northern rhythms to 
straighten out your wavering decisions, up 
from nature, they are for you to possess, the 
precision of a motive will be inevitable, will 
stir you, and that desired and longed-for- 
balance will come as the answer to your soul- 
call. You need other and softer music, ’tis 
true, but do not swathe yourself in romantic 
tones, not too much nor too often, get your 
rhythms from the kind of which the sagas 
were composed, so much your own that you 
will feel the touch of the North with the 
fingers of your spiritual hands. You need 
their sturdiness in your veins, to cause you 
to reach out toward all that can give you 
strength to persist and endure, all that will 
give a needed knowledge for the better know- 
ing of your soul-need. 

The effect of music and the allied arts 
upon the human organism has long been 
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known, well established facts of their effect 
upon physical functions. How or why, is 
not quite explainable. Let me place before 
you three questions concerning music and its 
effects: What effect can music have upon 
the circulation of the blood? What effect 
can it have upon the heart action? In what 
type of music can relaxation be found? 

What about the quickening of the blood— 
the active receiving of impressions can be 
felt very definitely by the accelerating of the 
blood or the lessening; the blood nourishes 
the entire physical organism, we have learned 
that the vantage point lies in stimulating or 
quieting the blood action through the heart, 
according to the need of the native, and this 
is readily done by means of music. Certain 
selected and tried hay of music are decidedly 
suitable for individuals of a sign, will lower 
the threshold for stimuli to be applied for 
expansion and soul growth upon the Path 
of attainment. 

The Amerind people believed ‘so sincerely 
in the blood power, kinship or enemy, that 
ceremonies of mourning or of joy or of eso- 
teric value, were based upon stimulating or 
quieting—through music and the kindred arts 
they ever reached for an approach to the 
Friend of the Soul of Man. The two worlds 
were very near to each other—in one cere- 
mony of mourning, a loop of flesh would be 
cut in the left arm and as the blood dripped 
upon the ground, they sang blithe chants, sug- 
gesting only happiness, the words of the song 
were so happy they scarcely seemed to touch 
the ground, soft and fleecy and skyey, casting 
no shadows; the meaning of this, to you a 
strange spectacle, lies in the beliefs of a peo- 
ple—of the blood being the essence of life, 
and the faith that music ever had the power 
to reach an unseen world, the song was for 
the spiritual unfolding, while at a certain 
place in the ceremony, the blood was 
staunched, the music ceased and the mourned 
one was not distressed by visible sorrow. 

This tells you slightly of the use of an art 
for something higher than mere diversion or 
entertainment, it shows how strong can be a 
belief in a higher existence and of the in- 
fluence felt because of an understanding and 
application of the emotional uplift to spiritual 
things, the music being the conscious inter- 
preter. If you of the Libra sign, seeking for 
divine balance and poise, will in symbolism 
come to the ceremonies of the early red men, 
you may discern poetically and musically, 
Tich meanings before you. In this world, 
which is ever too much about us, impingeing 
too closely, such a noise and restless surging 
of hearts with the blood coming in uneven 
and spasmodic beats, destroys poise, but listen 
with me reverently and quietly, with sacred 
desire for the pure rhythms, coming evenly 
and helpfully for you of this sign, and if 
you wait for the revelation, so you may per- 
ceive the Light and continue on the Path 
leading to the Ideal. 


Each one of the signs embodies general 
characteristics, quite true, that the thought 
pattern underneath is the same; the inter- 
lacing of the early and so-called elementary 
Indian values, with the later masters, does not 
lessen the importance of either: so in my 
lectures I constantly swing from the presenta- 
tion of esoteric meanings in one offering, 
back to the other! This technique of presenta- 
tion necessitates the use of many figures of 
speech, seemingly at variance with each other, 
but I employ this method because knowing 
the “gleam” is there, the student-seeker will 
discover its light by one metaphor, if not 
by the other! 

The Stranger Within waits calmly for the 
true song, the true rhvthm, latent in the Scan- 
dinavian music, which the Libran will make 
incarnate within himself, incompletely at first, 
mysteriously imaged, but as kinship is estab- 
lished, equipoise with the Stranger Within 
will be everlastingly assured and from out 
the measured heart-beats of you will issue a 
response to the immemorial need. 

From this accomplished kinship, will develop 
an impulse for a balanced life, though for 
long there will be a fitfulness which will 
puzzle and disturb, but that will be because 
you have not yet achieved the possession of 
an indefatigable ability which is the gift of 
the masters! That the Libran seems often 
cluttered and muffled by the influences of out- 
side stimuli, cannot be denied, very few of 
us attain immunity to those impacts; ’tis only 
the Initiate who can comprehend and become 
impervious ! 

In the ancient lives from the early epochs, 
the Indian bards gave rhythms of life which 
flowed from spiritual overtones, that today 
can be gained because they are bequeathed 
to those who seek earnestly; there are four 
impressions for the “listener” to receive; first 
the impression, then the idea, third the form, 
then the tone in rhythm. Many kinds of 
music—poetry—art will appeal, but there must 
be for the Libran, Truth, an abstract quality, 
but based upon concrete experiences, so 
definite that the retracting of the journey to 
its attainment can be traced. 

A feeling of purest simplicity will be your 
first response as you sit for the impression 
to be received from early rhythms: flicker- 
ing camp-fire pictures; tree tops swirling; 
dawn songs of nature; flames from the cloud 
crest; the soft movement of people from tepee 
to tepee; does the simplicity of the Scandi- 
navian music and poetry approach this? 
Surely, so weave them into your Libran 
qualities until they are interchangeably a part 
of the inner heart-beat. There will be no 
personal quality, if so, it will be spread with 
such thinness that the honesty and austerity 
will lack sensuality—radiant sunsets and sing- 
ing headfeathers will bring the conscious- 
ness of “wearing the morning star upon your 
forehead” the blood beat will be even and 
quiet, causing the True and Best Self to 
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become the Guide and Arbiter of the Quest! 

Undisturbed by outer conditions, just and 
accurate in judging, can independence be 
more complete? The forest solitude, leafy, 
still, unlimited aloneness, somber; a stirring 
which affects the heart, a cry of yearning, and 
apparently no answer, but this effect is the 
Largo movement, do not worry, there is al- 
ways the continuation, a flicker of light will 
attract and with the Stranger Within ever 
attentive, the glint will become slowly a 
radiance, then comes the God- -given power to 
meditate upon the impressions made by the 
tonal attributes. There will be emotional 
significance in this achievement, an import of 
great value. After the establishment with 
that Stranger Within, and the offerings of 
the masters are felt, your senses will be lib- 
erated to the psychic uplift in rhythm: not 
perfect freedom, there will be at first some 
hesitancy but the uplift will be experienced, 
and launched upon the rhythms of the selected 
arts, after these meditation-contacts with an 
age-old offering, the Stranger Within will 
stir in to being into union with Life, and 
that coalescence will cause an endless rhyth- 
mic response to the effects from the starry 
girdle about our universe! 

The inspiration and enlightenment to be 
received from the esoteric meanings hidden 
within Amerind ceremonials, with an attend- 
ing music, correlated with masters from our 
later epoch, are momentous in that they came 
to me after years of study, and close con- 
tact with the life of the Indian and research 
based upon an earnest desire to find that 
wiich would enable me to unite the gifts 
from an early epoch with my own, a union 
seldom understood. To gain poise ‘and free- 
dom from disturbing influences the Libran 
must willingly seek to enter the master con- 
sciousness and know from within, the splen- 
dour, so that illuminating radiance will 
emanate to his fellowmen. As for myself, 1 
learned of cosmic values and starry adven- 
turings, only because of my years of living 
with certain Amerinds and other nations, 
listening and comparing songs, legends, cere- 
monies, poems, arts of varied classes; now I 
know that there is nearly always a failure 
on the part of the outsider to recognize the 
mystic meaning in offerings, carefully veiled 
from the unaccepted, every sign has a mes- 
sage from early peoples, who lived more 
closely than we do, we, who have the world 
of everyday life, too near. The valued mes- 
sages come in an order of relation extending 
from Sagittarius to Libra, Scorpio, Pisces, 
etc., strangely presenting help for soul-preser- 
vation. 

The simplicity, the perfect purity of the 
Scandinavian (Finnish, too, though these two 
are not racially akin) align themselves beside 
the Amerind in the subtle efficacy to form the 
highly symbolic Philosopher’s Stone, that 
needed possession which requires individual 
work, it is of no avail to passively desire it, 









only through one’s own spiritual efforts can it 
become one’s very own! 

How? We shall discuss this Philosopher's 
Stone through a certain prose study, later, but 
the primal uplift will come through a deep 
understanding of your sign, the use of every 
help from these suggested offerings, they will 
reveal clearly how to create the most precious 
of gems, the Philosopher’s Stone. 

So often ethnologists and earnest students 
have called the marvelous songs of the Amer- 
ind by the romantic titles of love-songs, for- 
getting how the Songs of Solomon and those 
of Tagors are songs of Seeking, because we 
of this earthy place know no adoring phrases 
save those employed in human love; the 
Amerind has the same deep esoteric meaning 
hidden within as the two to which I refer, 
The Indian wove all of the arts with his 
spiritual life, so interlocked that I have ever 
correlated the arts in all of the offerings of 
that which we called cultured races. Return- 
ing to the lecture on Debussy and his fitness 
for the Sagittarian, the artist, Botticelli, and 
the poet, Blake correlate interchangeably. 
After you have made yourself one with their 
works, it will be clear how mutual is the 
work, each for the other! As we advance in 
these lectures, I shall consistently divulge to 
you the use of correlation of the masters, by 
going back to earlier talks, as I have here. 
After the study of Claude Debussy, an un- 
folding will naturally follow, an inner urge 
for “more light” and with the impression be- 
coming more permanent, more abiding, the 
colour-tone-effects of Debussy will call for 
something more, then are you of the sign 
ready for the messages from other arts as 
found in Botticelli and Blake. How differently 
the Sagittarian must be directed from the 
Libran. Amazed, we discover the effects felt 
from different signs upon natives! Libra, 
searching for balance, steadiness, reaches for 
the strong rugged aid discoverable in Sind- 
ing, Sibelius, some of Grieg, but not the lit- 
erature of Ibsen, there is too much of the 
vague problem quality there, the Libran needs 
precision, exactness to develop his stability, do 
not depart from this oft repeated admonition! 
You have been placed within this sign where 
decisions must be made and adhered to, un- 
waveringly, and hopefully—with the head up 
proudly, with a lift, not overcome by antagon- 
isms! Know the fundamental principles of 
your sign, faithfully apply them to daily liv- 
ing, inevitably the result will be added 
strength, accelerated progress, else wherefore 
born? 

The rhythms for you, I call Scandinavian, 
though the Finnish composer Sibelius is in- 
cluded—there is something similar there: 
terseness, which refines to prominent colour 
effects, as you listen and absorb. We spoke 
of the Largo, slowly moving, soon it will take 
on more joy, more freedom as you emerge on 
brighter hues, here and there appearing an 
authoritative idea, summary decisions will stir 
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within you, as this quiet Stranger Within is 
accorded union with the emotional, surging 
You, and the Largo development will become 
Adagio, Scherzo, if your spiritual ear is at- 
tuned to the higher heaven melodies, there 
will be the Allegro infusion—Allegro, the happy 
one! Do you see how I have not given ex- 
planations for these spiritual moods? I want 
you to receive the impressions in an esoteric 
and questioning manner, if so, an uncontrol- 
lable longing to know the deepest meaning 
of the terms will assail you and Libran that 
you are, with the natural, intuitive love for 
the highly artistic. you will seek to unearth 
the import, to construe for yourself and for 
your own use, that which has had a somewhat 
mysterious sound ! 

The seeking for an avenue of communion 
with the Absolute, ever the prime, outstand- 
ing urge of the ‘Amerind, so close to real 
nature, that the veil between the human and 
the divinity of things was very thin; all of 
his figures of speech were couched in nature’s 
symbolism : 


“Do not the red streams of my veins run to 
you, eb 

As water-in-rivers go toward the sun, 
Even in the darkest nights?” 


and 
“How could you not see and know 
That from each ripple of the water 
Silver robed rhythms 
Spoke to you, saying 


So you’ve come back, so long away!” 


Every act of the early Amerind’s life was 
linked with artistic expression, surrounded as 
completely with musical sounds and lyric cere- 
monials and designs, as the atmosphere which 
enveloped him; he of that early epoch con- 
sidered no circumstance so trivial but that 
these three utterances were employed for in- 
spiration and to make adjustment with the 
Great Ones! It is just this alignment which 
I seek for you, no matter your place in the 
circle of twelve, there will be masters from 
the arts to aid you. The Sagittarian with his 
need for fine and delicate impressions gains 
a certain refinement, a clarification of thought, 
which lead him to the master Botticelli—why ? 
Aspiration is born out of the union of the 
body with the spirit, in the ruling of the 
higher, Sagittarius with the ascending desires, 
away from the centaur part of the “Gual sign, 
will find added uplift in the study of this 
master of art, there was ever the upward 
trend in his life-work; art, whatever its at- 
tainment, develops because of the expansion 
in the duality of its inmost self. Botticelli 
grew in mastership from a romantic sentiment 
towards his art expressions to being a mys- 
tic, gradual was the transformation, ever ex- 
panding, advancing, hidden, ever present. He, 
as all aspirants should, carried a young heart 
to the end of his life, sentimentalism and mys- 
ticism became one, a dual nature uplifted, 
running through the whole life, in compensat- 


ing enlightenment. His marvelous painting, 
“Spring,” contains a technique of mysticism, 
startIngly akin to a Debussy composition. —In 
what way? Receive the tokens from Debussy, 
in a complete relaxation, as that impress deep- 
ens, it will ally itself in harmonious vibration 
with the spiritual expectancy of the Stranger 
Within, then the kinship of correlative ar- 
tistry will be recognized, relationship estab- 
lished between Debussy, Botticelli and the 
poet Blake! The colour effects of Debussy, 
as suggested to you, will find a counterpart 
in the others, as Botticelli knew that unmixed, 
pure colours had a strange effect, clear skies, 
deep waters, intense fiery hues, richness of red 
blood, do you feel, rather than see, the in- 
termingling of these three masters? Botticelli 
was a mystic colourist, mystic brilliancy as- 
serting itself as his aspiring inner self rose 
to heights, the colour of gold was almost ex- 
hausted by him for spiritual effects, and as 
we say these colour words for him, we repeat 
them for Debussy and Blake. Add these, col- 
our, flowers, music of line, not representing 
but presenting. Nature is ruled by divine law, 
working toward a fulfillment of a Great and 
Gracious plan, harmony and living must be 
perfectly reflected in man, and to absorb 
the radiance the masters have prepared a 
means in mystical, and potent art portrayals. 

I feel rather breathless, rather awed, when I 
attempt to present the mystic power thoughts 
from the masters; which are recorded in what 
we cal] an art mode that is most responsive, 
most sensitive, truest reaction to colour, 
sound, rhythm, coupled with design and move- 
ment, and the one who seeks, will find in 
such knowledge a Path upon which the soul 
climbs, and ultimately he will feel the spir- 
itual touch of the splendid and exalted 
Friend of the soul-of-man. The first stage or 
degree, is the rise of the seeker by complete 
surrender to the art-powers; only when he 
is on this plane is he able to attain that inner 
harmony needed for the Stranger Within, not 
Debussy, Botticelli, Blake, for the Sagittarian 
but the state of mind evoked by the definite 
impressions received from their offerings, 
states of mind which will be supernally good 
for the one seeking: I have said this be- 
fore, but I must repeat the admonition until 
you have made it a part of your real self! It 
is a natural process of deterioration which 
leads to the song or other art-forms as hav- 
ing power in themselves. 

And William Blake, the poet? He took for 
his realm the human soul, and being a mystic, 
he ascertained how slight was the knowledge 
concerning the attributes within this uncharted 
region; he did not imagine soul-qualities, he 
searched until they became real to him, con- 
crete and tangible, seeing so clearly, he gave 
each an identifying name, and other identify- 
ing means. I puzzled for many and disturb- 
ing years, through almost overwhelmingly ex- 
periences, in my effort to find some way to 
present my enlightenment concerning the use 
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of music and the correlated arts; gradually 
I struggled to an esoteric meaning hidden 
within the signs of the Zodiac, and placing 
this acquirement beside my therapeutic values, 
I was astounded and spiritually gratified to 
perceive that my search was ended; my re- 
maining duty being the giving to the printed 
page, for the ones desiring communion with 
that disturbing Stranger Within. 

Blake became one indeed with the Stranger 
Within, his powers as a seer grew, Sagittarian 
by sign, though the sign does not always place 
a master there for inspiration. Fortunately 
Blake was not hampered by what we call a 
“trained mind,” this gave him the divine 
power of thinking for himself, do not mis- 
understand me, I mean, if trained by so-called 
education, the mind is often just a_store- 
house, wherein memory is the all important 
attribute. An education in books is less than 
nothing, if original thinking is not permitted 
or encouraged, is that not so? For this very 
evident reason I make my lectures always 
more suggestive and tantalizing than filled 
with arbitrary explanations and _ interpreta- 
tions. I want my listeners to take these mas- 
ters of whom I speak, for meditation and in- 
tensive individual translation. “It is the glori- 
ous province of the masters, worthy of the 
name, to make it possible for a seeker after 
Truth, to discover within their gifts some- 
thing of power which will enable the aspirant 
to disentangle whatever obstructs the mes- 
sage,” and to produce nourishment and sus- 
tenance for the Stranger Within, food- 
thoughts which will establish that which is 
great and simple and beautiful! 

For we are put here in each life for a 
little space, that we may learn just these les- 
sons, to help within, that we may in turn bear 
“the beams of love” towards others, so we 
must stir the “languid strings” of all ways of 
altruism, they sometimes scarcely move, but 
the sound must not be forced or conventional, 
though your understanding of the masters may 
be slight, make it all of uplift, keep the audi- 
ence of spirit, with you! The Libran seeks 
for balance through the use of the rugged 
and definite offerings of the Scandinavian and 
similar types, making for himself the Philoso- 
pher’s Stone, which is of passing value. The 
great importance of the sign was disclosed 
when we learned that the sign of the scales 
was only placed there after the Great Ones 
realized the abyss between Virgo and Scorpio 
was too vast for man to safely bridge—so 
equalize your life, avoid wavering opinions 
or decisions, search ever for definite planning 
—your music values have been presented, the 
other treasures will come later, as I have 
explained for the Sagittarian. Not too much 
at one time; “they are as sick who surfeit 
with too much, as they who starve with 


little,” so the great poet said. All offerings. 


of the masters will be yours as we advance, 
so interlocked are all of their messages, you 
cannot escape them, with their amazing gifts!

After having been for several years an in- 
terested student of astrology, I had the pleas- 
ure recently of watching an extremely modern 
problem work out very neatly in the horo- 
scopes of five of my intimate, personal friends. 

The question involved was one regarding 
the custody of two children of divorced 
parents. At the time of the divorce the mother 
was granted the custody and control of the 
daughter; the father the custody and control 
of the son. Each parent was also given visit- 
ing privileges regarding the child not in his 
custody. At first things were handled without 
strict recourse to the terms of the legal agree- 
ment. The mother kept the two children with 
her while the father re-married and estab- 
lished himself in his new home. Then the 
son went to him, and the daughter also visited 
there. 

After a year or two the mother thought she 
would like to marry again but as the man 
she intended to marry was a foreigner and as 
marriage with him would mean settling per- 
manently in Europe, she thought it wiser to 
visit her intended husband’s home and people 
before taking such a decisive step.

Filled with apprehensions and not at all 
quiet in her mind, the mother sailed reluctantly 
for Europe. After several months, during 
which time she married and established a 
home for herself in Europe, she sailed for 
America again to get her daughter. In the 
meantime the father had only increased her 
apprehensions by writing that the children 
were so happy together and seemed of such 


mutual benefit to each other, that he did not 
wish to let the little girl go. 

As the mother sailed from Europe on the 
day when Jupiter went over her natal sun, 
it was safe to assume that the results of her 
trip would be satisfactory, although in her 
natal chart she had a square of Saturn to the 
Sun which naturally greatly hindered many 
of Jupiter’s benefic influences. Also Saturn 
at 21 Aquarius was rapidly approaching a 
conjunction with her Moon which would 
certainly seem to indicate approaching trouble. 
(She had left the child under the same con- 
junction the previous spring.) 

However, shortly after the conjunction of 
Saturn and the Moon in the mother’s chart, 
the same thing appeared in the chart of the 
father. As his Moon was at 27 Aquarius and 
his Sun at 5 Virgo, shortly after the con- 
junction of Saturn and the Moon, he received 
an opposition of Saturn to his Sun, which 
would seem to indicate a general period of 
restriction and depression, whereas in the 
chart of the mother’s second husband, as soon 
as Saturn left the Square to his Moon at 
21 Scorpio, Jupiter approached a conjunction 
to that planet which would seem to indicate 
that something good was coming to his wife 
but only after the square from Saturn had 
worked out. 

In the son’s chart, the Moon at 27 Scorpio 
received a square from Saturn at the same 
time the father’s chart showed a conjunction 
of these two planets. In addition to which, 
the son with Neptune at 27 Leo in the ninth 
house received an opposition from Saturn 
transiting the third house, the house of 
brothers and sisters, and from this it might 
be deduced that his sister was certainly going 
out of his life. While in the daughter’s chart, 
after Saturn left the square to her Sun (in- 
dicating a separation from her father) it made 
a sextile to her Moon (indicating settled 
conditions regarding her mother) at 2 Capri- 
corn. Also a little later in the year, the daugh- 
ter was to receive a trine from Uranus to 
her Moon which might well be taken to in- 
dicate very agreeable travelling conditions. 

Saturn hanging around all the various 
Moons certainly should have delighted the 
soul of any astrologer. It did everything it 
was supposed to do, esoterically and prac- 
tically. There were tears and recriminations, 
hard feelings, delays and no small amount 
of legal procedure, although the case never 
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actually got any further than into the shadow 
of the courthouse. The mother herself knew 
enough about astrology to know what was 
going on, but still she did not have sufficient 
confidence in the stars to really trust so im- 
portant a matter to their judgment. 


By the end of December, when because of 
business, her husband had to sail back to 
Europe without her, she said to.me “Well, 
I’ll wait till the 10th of January, and give 
Saturn a chance to get three degrees away 
from my Moon. If by then we have no good 
news, I shall sail for Europe anyway. I can’t 
ruin my whole life because of this mess and 
if the aspects that are coming are so marvel- 
lous, no matter what I do it will be all. right, 
just as no matter what I did last spring, it 
was wrong!” 

On the morning of January 10th, on the 
very day she had chosen as a deadline for 
the stars, her lawyer telephoned her to say 
that her daughter would be returned to her 
that day. And just to add the necessary filip 
of perfection, on January 10th the Moon was 
in Taurus (the daughter was a Taurus child). 
On January 11th when the mother’s second 
husband received the good news cable that he 
had been so eagerly awaiting, the Moon was 
in Gemini (His sign was Gemini) and on 
the day on which the mother arrived back 
triumphantly in Europe, the Moon was in 
Scorpio. She was a Scorpian. 

In case other students would be interested 
in setting up the five horoscopes and study- 
ine the case more fully, here is the necessary 
data: 

The mother was born October 29, 
Massachusetts (hour 1 A. M.). 

The father was born August 29, 
Massachusetts (hour 1 A. M.). 

The son was born July 26, 
York at 2:50 p.m. 

The daughter was born May 15, 
New York at 4:50 p.m. 

The mother’s second husband was born in 
Switzerland June 8, 1892 at 5:50 a.m.

affect us. We call this center “sun.” And 
symbolically and _ theoretically everyihae 
works as if the sun were what we make it be. 
But we do not experience the sun from the 
sun’s viewpoint. We experience it only from 
the earth’s viewpoint. And, as already said, 
astrology—or any type of life- interpretation— 
deals with experienced facts made signific ant. 

We are not in this contradicting previous 
statements. We can well accept modern sci- 
ence’s interpretation of the relative motions of 
sun and planets, yet take the attitude just de- 
fined. The astronomical concept of the solar 
system is a system of interpretation of ob- 
served facts—a very convenient and intellectu- 
ally wonderful one. But what counts for us 
are the facts. On the basis of these facts, 
astronomy establishes a model of the solar 
system. On the basis of these same facts, 
astrology establishes a symbolism of life-in- 
terpretation. Both are equally logical. And 
if the former appears to work more ac- 
curately than the latter, i1 is probable that the 
latter deals with a realm of being which is 
more exact in terms of significance, than in 
terms of events; a.realm in which the “prin- 
ciple of indeterminacy” operates strongly.

The world is being made anew, in this 
mysterious, awe- inspiring twentieth cen- 
tury.

In this sky there are many mansions:

adapts itself so beautifully to all search, 
enquiry. These mansions, passing ~ i i 
which and dwelling in which man 
whole, are great symbols, great phases 01 
the total life of man. I have said that dur- 
ing the cycle of twenty-eight years man > 
formed as an individual self—at three su-- 
cessive levels, if the life be successiu' 
There are twelve phases, twelve houses, 
twelve great concepts which when fully 
lived produce the perfected man. 


But the perfected man of tomorrow is 
to be different from that of yesteryear. New 
men call for new mansions. The old ideals 
are being revaluated, transfigured, reborn 
to fit the new Aquarian race. Wherefore we 
must take stock of the old and the new. We 
must plumb the significance of the change, 
extract from the mysterious today the key 
to the remote tomorrow. By opposing the 
old and the new ways in which the twelve 
basic concepts of man’s wholeness were and 
are to be regarded, we shall estimate the 
magnitude of the change and grasp with 
more secure understanding the meaning of 
the critical and momentous period of transi- 
tion through which we are living. Thus 
step by step let our study proceed, follow- 
ing the twelve-mile path on which ‘each 
astrological house is a symbolical milestone. 


The first step is to breathe. It is to be 


independent and for a moment at least self- 
sufficient, complete—alive. To breathe is to 
inhale the whole world, to open oneself to 
air that has coursed through myriads of 
lungs, that the sun has kissed, the earth 
has scented, the stars have blessed. To 
breathe is to declare, tragically yet with 
passionate fervor: I am. The song of the 
breath is the song of the “I am.” Stop 
breathing and very soon the song is ended. 
For a few minutes life goes on; but the in- 
dividual, the “I am,” having withdrawn, 
having refused to contact the whole living 
world through the magical performance of 
breathing, the body loses its significance 
and disintegrates; having been rendered use- 
less, meaningless. 


Breath is the first mansion: the mansion 
of the “I am.” In it, human life cele- 
brates its individual selfhood. Thus, in old 
India, the land of pure and spiritual indi- 
vidual selfhood, where the Self—Atman, the 
absolute Breath—was the only true divinity, 
the act of breathing was regarded as most 
sacred. Spiritual development was there a 
m-‘tor of reaching the Self, of becoming 
uicuufied with It that is changeless, form- 
less, conditionless, absolute. 


To the Self many paths 
lead; but somewhere on 
moment came when the traveler had to 
meet the Breath; when man had to cease 
breathing as an animal—instinctively—and 
to begin breathing as a man—deliberately. 
From this moment, man began to act as a 
master of the life- force. He began to oper- 
ate at a higher level of individual self- 
hood; taking his life, not in his hands, but 
in his lungs; establishing slowly his own 
rhythm of being, his own valuations, his 
own universe.

The first type of breathing is the in- 
stinctive, animal type. It is racial, natural, 
unconscious, automatic. It is safe, but 
superficial. It refers to the collective, to the 
mass, to the earth, to the first birth. 

The second type of breathing is deliber- 
ate, mental. It is based on the development 
of the individual, which it furthers for 
weal or for woe. It is conscious, deliberate, 
deep. It carries the seed of great danger— 
of illness and insanity. It is based on a law 
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of polarization and of operative wholeness 
which belongs to the world of mind, the 
realm of formation and of mastery—for 
good or for ill. It is the true breath of air 
—the song of the second birth. 


The third type of breathing is hard to 
understand, for it belongs to the realm of 
spirit and of light. It is super-conscious, 
ecstatic, high. It is the solar breath—of 
which naught can be said, save that it 
gives light to the soul and immortality to 
the individual who fully partakes of it. It 
is the mystery of the third birth. 


There are likewise three types of “I am,” 
three types of individual selfhood; which 
can be correlated, at least symbolically, to 
the three types of breathing and to the 
three births. 

The first type is the instinctive, animal- 
like ego which is rooted in the blood. It is 
the integrative power of the body. It cor- 
relates through the blood-stream all organic 
functions. It is born of the fact of organic 
living. It is the result of the fact that the 
body is an organic whole capable of main- 
taining itself in a condition of at least rela- 
tive health. Being rooted in the blood it is 
indissolubly bound to the tribal whole; to a 
family, an ancestry, a tradition, a tribal 
system, a tribal religion—and to a certain 
geographical location: “my country.” It is 
the earthborn ego, who, child-like, pro- 
claims “I am!” 

It is; and in order to continue to be and 
to grow in stature it owns. My country, 
my family, my wife, my home, my posses- 
sions—mine! Because this earth-born ego 
owns and must own in order to expand; be- 
cause expansion in the realm of earth-sub- 
stance necessarily means to have more of 
anything which can be owned; and because 
as every ego naturally and instinctively de- 
sires to expand, these wills to expand must 
of necessity come into conflict—then, there 
must be craving, violence, hatred, war. Thus 
the possessive ego becomes the passional 
and imperialistic ego; the feudal lord dom- 
inating his possessions, surrounded by fear 
and hatred, fighting a losing fight against 
the inevitable death. He that is of the 
blood must perish by the blood. All deaths 
are due either to congestion or poisoning 
of the blood-stream. The ego that is born 
of the dust must return to the dust. Such 
is the old mansion for men who belong 
to the old—to the order that is rooted in 
the blood. 


At a higher level, reached through the 
portals which I have called the “second 
birth”’—portals which humanity as a whole 
may be approaching—the “I am” estab- 
lishes itself upon another foundation. It is 
reborn of the air and of tone. It becomes 
itself a foundation. It creates its own uni- 


verse as an individual, a bestower of sig- 
nificance upon all physical facts of the 
earth. It separates itself from the earth, ds 
the perfume separates itself from the 
flower to flow upon the waves of air; as 
the tone separates itself from the throbbing 
bell to wing its way through the country- 
side. 

The individual. How much misunderstand- 
ing is accompanying this potent word! The 
idea it represents is difficult to grasp for 
many persons: because it implies two dif- 
ferent operations. It implies first, a separa- 
ation from the earth, the mother, the 
family, the tribe,—and from the sense of 
ownership. It means first to stand alone, 
as if without foundations, as if without 
friends or possessions. It is darkness—for, 
remark, the first house is below the hori- 
zon. It is yet the unseen. It is that which 
presses upwards from the depth; that which 
separates itself from the depth and the dark 
—and emerges at the line of awareness: the 
horizon and the Ascendant. 

Thus the individual is never a static real- 
ity. It is a surging upward from the depth 
—as the Tone surges from the hollow of 
the bell. And as it surges onward, it seems 
to lose contact with the “mother,” the 
earth, the home—and to become a wanderer 
and an exile, And it is because it is an exile, 
that it can become the foundation of a 
new order of life; just as the Pilgrim 
Fathers become the foundation of a new 
social order. But in proportion as there is 
in the exile a sense of clinging to the old 
ideals and the old possessiveness that is of 
the blood, in this same proportion will the 
new order fail to be vitally significant and 
great. 

Because the individual at first becomes an 
exile and a lonely wanderer, he realizes the 
need to make a covenant with other exiles; 
a covenant guaranteeing the rights of each 
and all on the basis of equality and of in- 
dividual freedom. This covenant of free 
men—and no longer of _ blood-kinsmen 
bound by the traditions of their ancestral 
earth—is the foundation of the new order. 
This new order begins on a Plymouth 
Rock, for the same reason that Peter— 
which means, a stone—was chosen by Jesus 
as the rock upon which His church was to 
be built. Such a rock, in the astrological 
symbolism of the second birth, corresponds 
to Aries 19°—the point of exaltation of the 
Sun, in the first zodiacal mansion of the 
Sun which becomes the symbol of the 
wanderer: Man. The number 19 is the 
number of the Sun, or rather of him who 
becomes a manifestation, an avatar, of the 
Sun. 

Then the individual who had become a 
separate entity joins hands and will with 
other separate individuals; and on_ that 
foundation of covenanted individuals is 
born the new order: the real democracy, 
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which is—when it exists in reality—a spirit- 
ual idea projected into a pattern of organi- 
zation. This “joining of hands” is deeply 
symbolical; but it means the establishing 
of a new order only if each participant has 
become previously “separate”; only if each 
individual has proven to himself and to God 
his own individualhood by the new breath; 
—which is a symbolical way of saying that 
the individual has become free from bond- 
age to the earth and to the blood, whence 
come the sense of passion, of jealousy, of 
possessiveness and covetousness—and the 
craving for conquest and ruthless expan- 
sion. 

Expansion on the earth-plane means violent 
conquest and the enslavement—physical or 
moral—of others. But on the plane of air, 
expansion means the achievement of more 
inclusive cooperation with others, more in- 
clusive wholeness. No one will fence the 
air and say: My air, for myself only to 
breathe. If one did so, one would sooner 
or later die suffocated. One cannot possess 
air and live. Air belongs to all and is 
breathed by all; and it unifies every living 
thing, as it courses through the lungs of 
would-be enemies as well as of entranced 
lovers. 

Thus the individual of the second birth, 
living on the plane of air which is that of 
vitalizing wholeness, finds himself both a 
unique personality without roots in a bind- 
ing past, and one creative center joined 
through unity of purpose and of work with 
many similar creative centers. Similar, yet 
each different; graded as to activity and 
work in a hierarchy of creative deeds, yet 
all equals in a community of essential 
being. 

On this foundation, which will become 
the true Aquarian order, a new conscious- 
ness develops which in time transcends it- 
self, and reaches to the “third birth” which 
is of the realm of light. Of this, it is really 
useless to speak; for today the great 
struggle is between earth-values and air-val- 
ues, the cravings of the blood-self and the 
purposes of the breathing self. The old man- 
sion says: “J am—and all others shall bow to 
this, my triumphant cry of selfhood. They 
shall be my slaves and my reflection.” The new 
mansion calls for new men who know, each 
and all: J am That—I am the particular 
being with a particular purpose and destiny, 
and I will fulfill them. I recognize that 
each of my companions has his or her par- 
ticular purpose and destiny, and I will not 
only allow them to fulfill, but help them 
to fulfill their purpose and their destiny. 
And this shall be the new nobility of Man, 
that every human individual, whatever his 
blood, his sex, and his past, shall join 
hands with other individuals as free 
human beings to create and to manifest 
upon the earth the Glory of the One Indi-

chart, we find it does plenty to the President’s 
Saturn 6/04 Taurus. 

_No wonder the good Father became impa- 
tient with the administration. There is much 
wailing and gnashing of teeth en potentia in 
that configuration. Prior thereto (during 1932 
and 1933) when Father Coughlin’s Minor Mars 
was in Aries favorably aspecting the Presi- 
dent’s Chart, the burden of his song was 
“Roosevelt or Ruin,” but the Progression of 
his Minor Mars into Taurus seemed to, in a 
measure, changed the “or” to “and’—“what 
a whale of a difference” a little word (or as- 
pect) can make. 

Tracing these Minor Charts on into the fu- 
ture, we move forward another Sideareal 
cycle to February 5th, 1895, which corre- 
sponds to Father Coughlin’s birthdate in 1935. 
We find that his Minor Mars has moved over 
to 16/45 Taurus, conjunct President Roose- 
velt’s Jupiter and closely approaching a trine 
to the President’s Uranus also note the 
position of his Minor Sun at this time in re- 
lation to President Roosevelt’s Aquarius 
Planets. Finally during September, 1936, 
Father Coughlin’s Minor Mars leaves Taurus 
and progresses into Gemini. His Minor Mer- 
cury at that time also occupies a most sig- 
nificant position. 

We believe that before the end of 1935 and 
possibly as early as midsummer of this year, 
not only overtures of Peace between Father 
Coughlin and the Administration, but it 
would not surprise us at all to hear that he 
has given unreservedly his powerful vote of 
approval to some Roosevelt act of Legislation 
and from then on the play may move quickly 
to a most interesting dénouement in the sum- 
mer of 1936. 

After a detailed study of these charts and 
those for the next two or three years, there 
seems to be little doubt, but that if Father 
Coughlin continues his political actiyities he 
will elect a President in 1936—We believe that 
before many weeks have passed by, the name 
of that man may be on File at the “Shrine 
of the Little Flower” in Royal Oak, Michigan. 
If it is not there already, it should be by June 
15th. So far as Father Coughlin’s Minor 
Progressions may be accepted as a guide and 
unless some one at present unknown or un- 
suspected steps into the picture in the near 
future, that name will most probably be 
FRANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT.

Dr. Bernreuter of Pen State Asserts That 
Answers to 125 Questions Reveal Character 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa. Aug. 19.— 
The question whether human personality 
can be inventoried, which has been debated 
since the day of Hippocrates, is answered 
in the affirmative by some tests at the 
Pennsylvania State College. 

Inventory means classification of the 
traits which make one man different from 
another. It means an accurate picture of 
the whole personality rather than of a 
single aspect. 

This inventory is made with a set of 
125 questions arranged by Dr. Robert G. 
Bernreuter of the Department of Educa- 
tion and Psychology. The first question 
reads: “Does it make you uncomfortable 
to be different or unconventional?” The 
last: “Would you feel very self-conscious 
if you had to volunteer an idea to start a 
discussion among a group of people?” 
The answers are “Yes,’ “No,” or question 
mark, The replies reveal four fundamen- 
tals of personality, namely: dominance, 
neurotic tendencies, self sufficiency and 
introversion—or the opposites of these. 
Tests were made to learn whether this 
method gave a valid measure of per- 
sonality. 


Another contribution along this line was re-

cently made by Dr. Walter Freeman, Profes- 
sor of Neurology at George Washington Uni- 
versity, Philadelphia, Penna. 

In course of a lecture, before the Ameri- 
can College of Physicians and Surgeons re- 
ported by the New York Herald Tribune April 
30th, 1935 quoting from the article :— 


FOUR TYPES DESCRIBED 


Four fundamental personality — types 
were described by Dr. Freeman: the 
cycloid, paranoid, schizoid and epileptoid. 
_ “The individual of cycloid temperament 
is extraverted, industrious, subject to fluc- 
tuations in mood, athletic and highly 
sexed,” said Dr. Freeman. 

“The paranoid individual is reserved,. sus- 
pictous, antagonistic, embittered and calcu- 
lating. 

_“The schizoid patient is introverted, re- 
tiring, self-deprecatory, studious, meticu- 
lous and low in physical vitality. 

“The epileptoid individual is moody, pe- 
dantic, devout and subject to paroxysmal 
headaches, rages and fits. 


We would have little difficulty correlating 
ames four types with the Triplicities as fol- 
Ows:

Paranoid 
Schizoid ‘ —Air

This Astrological classification if, of course, 
purely tentative and is merely offered as a 
Suggestion and by way of illustrating how As- 
trological symbolism may be used as a frame- 
work upon which to weave into a more co- 
herent pattern the findings of researchers in 
other fields.

Dear Mr. Clancy:— 

Am submitting reliable data on the topic 
of “twins’ in THE REALM OF ANI- 
MALS; horoscopes enclosed. You may 
have occasion to use the facts as here out- 
lined, as dogs are very responsive mani- 
festations to celestial indications. 

Before these animals were even con- 
ceived I had instructed the Breeder what 
I wanted in Sire and Dam combination, 
and what I hoped for as the result of 
these instructions, that I chiefly wanted 
a good dog born AT SUNRISE. She was 
willing to try the experiment and test out 
Astrology. And when the litter was due— 
and came—she stood by with a clock tn 
easy range of vision.

She wrote down on a card the exact 
description of each puppy, as it came, tts 
identity, and then telephoned me the time 
and minutes and sex only, asking me to 
set up the charts and then telephone her 
which of the three I wanted, and which 
would be the best one according to the 
stars. By Noon I telephoned her telling 
I wanted the 6:40 a.m. puppy, and to 
name him Al Sa’d al Suud, (Luckiest of 
the Lucky) for the star in conjunction to 
his Sun of Sunrise. She replied that I 
had chosen the best one as IT WAS the 
“best-headed” and thus had the best pros- 
pects IN the show-dog world. 

However when the pups were old 
enough for delivery, I purchased both 
males, and still have them, having raised 
them from their 7th week of age. But, 
while my original intention was to train 
them for shows, it so happens by two 
eclipses on or near my Sun degree (10¥2 
degrees Taurus) in 1930 and 1931, my 
spine and back were rendered inefficient 
principles to take on any standing or trot- 
ting strains, so I merely trained them tnto 


clean house-habits and let them grow up 
“like Topsy” to indulge their natural traits 
and tendencies. Here ts what I learned 
Astrologically. , 

While they both, as a rule, have troubles 
at the same times, they are as different 
as day and night, in nature of troubles 
as well as in dispositions and tendencies.

1s typical of Aries in radiating personal- 
ity and “it” but yet very Saturnine in 
complexes or matters that count. He is 
very sunny, eager, overcoming, in play 
and human approach, but instantly curbs 
his impulses and desires where there is 
even the least suggestion of risk or dan- 
ger. He really knows what AND HOW 
various articles or pieces of furniture 
would tip over and make noise and he 
takes no chances of self injury or caus- 
ing injury to others. This, of course has 
nothing to do with his instincts to charge 
and attack cats or animals—as he will 
fly into battle with no thought of saving 
himself hurts or injuries IF one gets on 
the premises. In this he ts different from 
his brother, who is inclined to attack 
“humans” he dislikes, and he has, but will 
strive to make friends with other dogs 
(not cats, however), and it works out 
this way, that the 6:40 a.m. dog that does 

ID HAS attacked animals, never gets 
hurt or injured by them, and the one that 
would be friends had been, or is apt to 
get hurt by them. 

In outward appearance, the 6:40 dog ts 
entirely masculine, an image of his Aries 
Dam, in coarser and lona quality of hair, 
also structure or build. The brother, the 
7:47 am. does not resemble either his 
Dam or Sire IN ANY way, nor in dispo- 
sition, but is an image of his grandsire 
on the Dam’s Side, a dog named “King 
of the Beaches” one born Sept. 1, 1925, 
who had his birth Moon on or close to 
20 degrees Aquarius (Sun area of these 
two dogs). This 7:47 a.m. dog 1s very 
feminine in both appearance and appeal, 
exceptionally beautiful and graceful. He 
is small-boned, dainty and light in action, 
silken and flat coated, and wniformly 
marked. There are no breaks or irregu- 
larities in his shawl collar, and his white 
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stockings end and curve identically the 
same on both front legs. He is exquisitely 
footed, and in action of running or move- 
ment suggests a beautiful flow . water. 
In both appearance and motion he bears 
out his Pisces Ascendant and Neptune, 
unafflicted, in Virgo. But in motivation 
and urges it is difficult to tell whether 
Virgo (his personal polarization) leads 
over his Jupiter in Cancer. He ts very 
domestic in habits and curiosity and in- 
terests. He is the favorite of the two 
with the neighbors, one of whom (re- 
tired Navy Lieut.) calls him “nosey.” He 
watches and oversees all cooking prepara- 
tions, all household work, and checks and 
double-checks systems. He doesn’t seem 
to miss anything and wants to know about 
everything. One morning he chanced to 
find a strange cap (man’s hat) had been 
left in the bathroom, and he set up @ ter- 
rible racket of barking and dishke. He 
had done the same seeing a neighbor's 
ladder shoved over our fence. He ts apt 
to “Notsily announce anything out of 
place, or what HE CONSIDERS out of 
place at any and all times. Such things 
are of no importance or interest to his 
brother. In jobs, or duties, here ts what 
they seem to have arranged upon: AL, 
the 6:40 a.m. dog elected himself to be 
the estate’s Hospitality Committee and 
Social Entertainer; Jerry, the 7:47 a.m. 
dog, the watchman, and Board of Cen- 
sorship. The latter had been both vicious 
and nasty on occasions, and his brother 
NEVER HAS BEEN excepting attacks 


on invading animals. 


However, this deserves relating. About 
wo years ago, when the Board of Cen- 
sorship and watchdog was confined in a 
cage from an accident to one eye, and 
quite tll with its pain and fever, the Hos- 
pitality Committee and Entertainer laid 
aside all his laughter and play-boy spirit 
and games for the entire time. With hair 
“in risen tufts’ along his spine, he con- 
stantly paraded or ran in and out—from 
front to back of the estate, and intermit- 
tently growling, barking and sounding 
threats, as though proclaiming to all 
forms of life “NO NOISE, please.” He 
was overdoing himself, and making so 
much racket I constantly worried that it 
would excite his brother, but it didn’t 
seem to. It seemed rather to please the 
invalid who was relaxing completely and 
trying to recover as fast as possible. At 
the end of the three days, when Jerry 
could again use his eye and brave the 
light of the Sun, he immediately took 
over his watchdog and checking duties 
and his brother let down the porcupine 
tufts and went back to his games and ball- 
rolling and hospitality work. The question 
in mind to this day, Did the Hospitality 
Committee take on war duties because 


HE THOUGHT IT WAS necessary, or 
did he do it because he figured so doing 
would make his brother feel better and get 
well faster? Their allegiance and devotion 
to each other is noteworthy. In all emer- 
gencies they stand or fall together. There 
was one occasion when the 6:40 a.m. dog 
was confined to a cage, quite ill. The 
7:47 a.m. dog reclined at the screen on 
the outside of that cage, keeping his 
brother company. He ate his meals but 
refused to take exercises or leave his 
brother alone for more than a few min- 
utes, any any time. 

This accounting may sound like these 
dogs are weak or greatly afflicted animals, 
but this is not so. They really are healthy 
animals, and both have been blue-ribbon 
winners in their few dog shows. At the 
last one they were exhibited in, here in 
San Francisco, the Judge pronounced 
them not only “the most beautiful pair’ 
BUT THE “best conditioned” dogs of 
that breed exhibited, and told me this 
personally, as well as when I wasn’t pres- 
ent. 

The greatest difference in these litter 
brothers is that the last born ts capable 
and willing stud dog, and fruitful. The 
first born ts barren or rebellious as he 
has downright REFUSED to be of serv- 
ice, or “playfully” evaded the job. 

Their midheaven Moon, as tn the Sign 
Sagittarius brought them publicity as their 
story, with horoscope and pictures (Moon 
trine Uranus) was published in the Ameri- 
can Kennel Gazette two years ago, and 
their presence has been desired for the 
dog shows. 

At the time I gave the Breeder the as- 
trological instructions, weeks before the 
conception of these dogs, I had no means 
of knowing the day when the Dam would 
be in proper season, but she was my 
starting point. Yet, the horoscopes of her 
offspring when they came placed 10th 
House Saggitarius Moons—Aries decan, 
trine Uranus in Aries. Though I am a 
Taurus Sun, I was born WITH AN AR- 
IES ASCENDANT myself. This is in- 
dicated by both Venus in Capricorn and 
Moon in Sagittarius. It also happens— 
strangely—that my husband, their Mas- 
ter, is a Mercurian (Sun in Virgo) with 
the 1st degree Aquarius ON HIS ascend- 
ant. Note Mercury’s position IN THESE 
horoscopes, and particularly in the 6:40 
a.m.’s chart, which dog of the two my 
husband claims AS “his” dog. It happens 
my husband is an \Organization man, one 
who raises money for large institutions 
of and for the Public. 

Enclosed you will find a snapshot of 
“my” dog, Pisces Ascendant (now favor- 
ite) when he was one year old, and before 
his ears were clipped. He is marked the 
same on both sides of his body, and 
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bears out 100% his Ruling Neptune in 
the sign Virgo. In Boston Terriers, he 
literally IS “AN immaculate conception” 
and Madonna-urged. His favorite toy 1s 
a pink rubber doll that he carts around 
by the hours, day after day, and which he 
defends from mutilations all possible from 
his brother’s jaws.

HAUPTMANN 


On March 24th, 1935, in the Sunday Edi- 
tion of the New York Mirror, there appeared 
a feature article purporting to be the “True”? 
—account of Bruno Richard Hauptmann’s 
hitherto buried past. 

In this article it was stated that Hauptmann 
was not born in Kamenz, Germany, but in 


“Dognacska, County of Temes, Roumania— 
also that he was not born November 26th, 
1899, but on January 11th, 1898. The New 
York Mirror went on to state that this report 
had been verified by their European Cor- 
respondent upon reference to Church records 
in the town named. 

Evidently the New York Mirror is read 
in widely scattered sections of U. S., if we 
may judge from the letters received at this 
office, from far and near each enclosing a 
copy of the article and demanding an ex- 
planation. Strange to say most of those letters 
revealed an inclination on the part of writers 
thereof to accept this newspaper account at 
its face value and as totally discrediting all 
previously published accounts of Hauptmann’s 
birth and early life. It would seem that our 
published cablegram from Hauptmann’s 
mother was fairly conclusive to which must 
be added the fact that the German Police had 
already forwarded his complete record to 
the New Jersey Authorities, this record having 
been in turn accepted. 

However, these letters put the burden of 
further proof strictly up to American Astrol- 
ogy, so far as the Astrological implications 
were concerned, so here it is. 

We first tried to locate this town of 
Dognacska and without much success, in 
course of this investigation we called the 
Feature Editor of the Mirror, but the most 
he could tell us was that it was on the map 
“somewhere” which, of course, we had already 
assumed. Finally upon application to the 
Roumanian Consulate, we were informed that 
the correct name was not Dognacska, but 
eg 7 yesee and that this was in the county 

f “Caras” not in the county of Temes. We 
were told that originally when this area had 
belonged to Austria the name had been Dog- 
nacska, but upon being annexed by Roumania 
at the conclusion of the World War the name 
had been changed to “Dognecia.” 

We then cabled the Mayor of Dognecia and 
asked for such information as he might have 
relative to Bruno’ Richard Hauptmann 
reputedly born there January 11th, 1898. Sev- 
eral days later we _ received the following 
reply—

Dear Sirs: 

In reply to your letter of today, I wish 
to inform you that I have examined the 
cable addressed to you by the Mayor of 
Dognecea (formerly Dognacska), County 
of Caras, Roumania. From it, tt appears 
definitely that no individual by the name 
of Bruno Richard Hauptmann was born 
in that town. 

I can readily say that the story printed 
in the Sunday Mirror Magazine Section on 
March 24, 1935, has no foundation what- 
soever. As every one knows, it has been 
definitely established from offcial records 
supplied by the authorities in Germany, 
that Bruno Richard Hauptmann was born 
on November 26, 1899 in Kamenz, Sax- 
ony, Germany. 

After reading the article in the “Mir- 
ror,’ I had a conversation with Mr. Ar- 
thur Johnson, of the New York Police 
Department, the official who had been sent 
to Germany to gather all the records re- 
lating to Hauptmann, and he again con- 
firmed that he has personally examined 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann’s birth records 
in Kamenz, and that there isn’t a single 
bit of doubt that said Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann was born in Kamensz, Ger- 
many, on November 26, 1899.

From the above it appears to be reasonably 
certain that the New York Mirror was in 
error and that Hauptmann was only born 
once—just like other folks. Meanwhile we are 
moved to wonder just what could have been 
the source of that “Strange Story.” However 
that is for the New York Mirror to explain. 


The following analysis of Bruno Haupt- 
mann’s chart, recently appeared me ‘The Mt. 
Echo” published in Keyser, W. 

In our opinion the author, Richard D. 
Ames, has herein produced the best. analysis 
of this chart published to date.

BRUNO RICHARD HAUPTMANN 
By RICHARD D. AMES 


Having, in the pages of AMERICAN AS- 
TROLOGY, found a chart for Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, which, based on a birth hour 
given by the man’s own mother, is likely 
to be reliable, we present to our readers 
our own interpretation of said chart. 

Bruno’s mother, in a radiogram to the 
above mentioned magazine gave the hour 
of birth as 1:00 p. m., November 26, 1899. 

Such a chart places, Pisces, the watery, 
philosophical, silent sign, on the ascen- 
dant, Virgo on the descendant (sign of 
purity and innocence), Sagittarius on the 
mid-heaven, and Gemini on the Nadir 
point. 

Thus, Hauptmann becomes one who its 
subconsciously an “under-cover planner” ; 
who is in his feelings, changeable and un- 
certain; and who ts able to present to the 
world an innocent exterior (Virgo). 

On the Mid-Heaven, the point of soul- 
hood, is Sagittarius, with seven planetary 
influences within the same sign. Five of 
the planets are within four degrees of the 
Mid-Heaven degree. The Northern No- 
dal point of the moon is directly on the 
Mid-Heaven, giving him a certainty that 
he will be in the public eye before the end 
of his life. 

Saturn is only two degrees away (indi- 
cation of one who acts from someone 
higher up and is not himself the brains 
of his own actions) and Mercury and 
Venus are in exact conjunction a single 
degree from the M. C. Thus, he will be 
one who unites heart and head in the 
things he does. The fact that all these 
planets (Saturn, Mars, Venus, Mercury, 
North Node) are all so close to the M. C. 
will give Hauptmann a severe affliction 
from previous soul experiences in other 
lands and conditions. He has been born 
to overcome these afflictions, and evidently 
has failed to do so. 

At the time Hauptmann’s cyclic point 
of self passed over his Part of Fortune 
(ascendant point of the moon) he was a 
machine gunner im the German army. 
Here, then, according to our interpreta- 
tion of astrological indications, was 
Hauptmann’s true place in life. As an 
army man, he found happiness. 

Jupiter, only two degrees away, indi- 
cated a definite achievement at such work, 
and the Part of Fortune showed the hap- 
piness enjoyed. 

Then came the end of the war, and 
Hauptmann’s retirement to private life. 
Next we hear of him when the Point of 
Self passes over his ninth house planets, 
Sun, Uranus, and Mars, respectively. 
There is certain to be an awakening of 
latent forces (for good or for evil when 
the Sun is contacted, and a decided ag- 
gressiveness when Mars is reached ). The 
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whole matter will naturally be unexpected 
in its turn, with Uranus in the same de- 
partment. 

Now, what happened, at this time of im- 
portance in his chart? Hauptmann unex- 
pectedly turned criminal, in a minor way. 
Was imprisoned, escaped, returned to the 
jail voluntarily and gave himself up, was 
imprisoned again, and made two efforts to 
escape to America before he finally suc- 
ceeded. Why did he go over water to 
escape?—In opposition to the point of self 
as he escaped, was Neptune, planet of the 
Sea! What else would one expect with 
Mars aggressiveness, Uranian unex pected- 
ness. Solar awareness of self, Saturnian 
morbidness conspiring to keep him in jail 
and with Sea Voyage Neptune across the 
chart showing the way? 

Hauptmann married as his Point of Self 
prepared to leave the department of 
“friends to the individual” and went on 
to achieve considerable success financially 
as his Individuality passed over the Point 
of Imagining and entered the House of 
Finance. 

Hauptmann’s point of Self was closely 
trine to Jupiter when he married in 1925. 
It contacted his Point of Imaging soon af- 
ter 28, and from that time on, his life led 
rapidly up to the grim events of recent 
history. 

His individuality was manifesting in the 
House of Finances when Hauptmann took 
part (we did not say performed alone) in 
the kidnapping. He was now under af- 
fiction of an opposition to his Jupiter and 
Part of Fortune. 

Late in 1934 the Point of Self, in its 
cycle, contacted the Southern Node of the 
Moon. Such a contact always tends to 
throw the native off guard, and throw him 
open to public disfavor, just as the north- 
ern node tends to bring public approval. 
This literally happened at the time of his 
contact for Hauptmann was discovered at 
that time to have possession of the ran- 
som bills, and was arrested. 

The trial came off as the Point of Self 
approached Neptune, and he was convicted 
more on the psychic effects of that planet 
upon the general populace than on the evi- 
dence submitted. Any good lawyer or 
student of crime can point out a hundred 
things the defense neglected to use in en- 
deavoring to save Hauptmann. 

It is twnteresting to note that Neptune, 
pointing the way to a sea voyage as an 
escape from an unbearable past at age 21, 
now reaps the reward by conviction for a 
crime in which Hauptmann was only an 
agent and tool, not the actual “brain 
trust,’—as the Individual’s cycle reaches 
contact with tt. 

A perfect example of the Law of Con- 
sequence in full operation. 

And now, what of the future? Haupt- 


mann has passed the worst afflictions in 
his chart. When Neptune stopped casting 
its angry vibrations over the populace, the 
general public began to awaken that a con- 
victed man had been charged with mur- 
der when not a single piece of evidence 
pointed to actual participation in the 
crime. 

Possession of money is not murder. 

Hauptmann, afflicted during the trial by 
Neptune, with Saturn, Venus, Mercury 
and Mars in opposition, nearly lost his 
life. Now there is no such affliction, and 
as his Point of Self is starting toward 
the Moon (personality) there ts every in- 
dication that the higher court will reverse 
the decision of the jury and declare him 
innocent of murder. 

Then, under the beneficial rays of 
Hauptmann’s own personality, we can ex- 
pect a new trial for him, with the evidence 
presented in the recent trial below used to 
give him a short penitentiary sentence 
for possessing funds falsely obtained. 


By the way we note that the Jurors who 
convicted Hauptmann recently held a re- 
union, just for “Auld Lang Syne” and a 
good time was had by all.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., April 13.—The 
jurors who convicted "Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann of the murder of Charles A. 
Lindbergh, Jr., had a reunion tonight at 
the Unton Hotel. Eleven of the jurors 
were present with members of their fam- 
ilies and Sheriff John H. Curtiss, con- 
stables and matrons brought the number 
at table up to thirty-six. The only juror 
absent was Robert Cravatt, suffering from 
a cold. They had their pictures taken, ate 
roast lamb and then danced. 

—we think that Hauptmann at least rated an 
invitation to that party, even though cir- 
cumstances would, of course, not permit 
him to attend.

PLANETARY NODES 


In the February, 1935 issue of the National 
Astrological Journal, page 12, an article by 
Charles F. Davis, under the heading “Re- 
search Notes” dealing at some length with the 
object of Planetary Nodes calls for comment. 

Quoting from Mr. Davis’ article first as 
to a definition of the nodes. 

. “The nodes of a planet are two points in 

its orbit wherein tt moves from below to 

above the Eclipse or vice versa.” 

Then again from the last paragraph en the 


same page we quote further as follows: 
“Remember, in studying the nodes that 

the positions given in Raphael's 1932 

Ephemeris and recently refined by an east- 

ern publication are partially irrelevant. 

They are the HELIOCENTRIC positions 

of the nodes and have no bearing on the 

customary GEOCENTRIC chart with the 
exception of the Sun, Pluto and Neptune. 

The geocentric positions of the other nodes 

shift up to 45 degrees as viewed from the 

earth.” 

Presumably the “eastern publication” re- 
ferred to in the above paragraph is AMERICAN 
AstroLocy and the statement has reference 
to an article on the Planetary Nodes by Dane 
Rudhyar that appeared in our April, 1934 
issue. ‘ 

Just what Mr. Davis may have had in mind 
when he referred to the Nodes of the Sun 
is not clear. Since the “Ecliptic’ is the ap- 
parent path of the Sun it is obvious the Sun 
can never have any celestial Latitude. It 
would seem that Mr. Davis was confusing 
Latitude with Declination. However, that is 
not the main point at issue. 

Mr. Davis has drawn a sharp distinction 
between the HELIOCENTRIC and GEO- 
CENTRIC position of the Nodes and in do- 
ing so we claim that he is greatly in error. 
The Nodes are points of contact on the Celes- 
tial Sphere—not movable bodies like the 
planets. The Nodes are referred to the or- 
bits of the planets, not the planets themselves. 
See Diagram below.

Even if we do choose to refer the Nodes to 
the Planet and plot its pesition relative to the 
apparent (Geocentric) position of the planet 
in the Zodiac—Mr. Davis is still in error when 
he states that the variation may only be as 
much as 45°. A planet may geocentrically 
speaking appear to be anywhere in the Zodiac 
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its Node, that is to say 
plane of the Ecliptic. 
For instance, the siderial period of Mer- 
cury is 88 days and it will, of course, cut 
the plane of the Ecliptic twice during that 
period—8 or 9 times each year. In 1935 Mer- 
cury contacted its North Node Jan. 31—Geo- 
centric position of Mercury, at that time, 29th 
degree of Aquarius. Mercury then contacted 
its South Node March 10th, Geocentric posi- 
tion, at that time, 23rd degree of Aquarius.

WHAT!—NO SPINACH? 


An interesting article recently appeared in 
the Sunday edition of the New York Herald 
(April 14th, 1935) reporting a lecture, before 


the Amateur Astronomers Association, at 
the American Museum of Natural History in 
New York by Dr. E. E. Free of New York 
University, in which Dr. Free gives the re- 
sults of some research he has made in the 
matter of determining the distinguishing 
characteristics of people born in various 
months. 

He found that “The child born in the 
winter months has a better chance of becom- 


ing successful than one born in the summer 
months. It also has a better chance of be- 
coming insane. Famous and successful peo- 
ple favor January and February as a birth 
month.” 
Dr. Free went on to say 
“This seems to be a defense of as- 
trology but tt is just the opposite. It ts 
the result of researches which demonstrate 
that the art of casting individual horo- 
scopes is without any scientific foundation. 
But while science has blasted astrology 
out of the position it has held for thou- 
sands of years, its action has been con- 
structive because it has replaced it with 
knowledge that has vast possibilities for 
useful application to the problem of race 
betterment, and is consistent with the 
latest advances in biological science.” 


It is indeed a sad plight in which the aca- 
demic scientist finds himself when cornered by 
his own findings and forced inevitably, though 
against his will, to a recognition of facts with 
which Astrologers have long been familiar 
and which, in fact, have already been ade- 
quately explained and organized into a prac- 
tical scientific structure. This would be 
rather amusing, if it were not so pathetic, 
but we can afford to wait a little longer— 
having waited so long. In the meantime we 
beg to remind our scientific friends that “a 
rose by any other name is still a rose.” 

It does seem that they will go to any 
lengths to explain their phenomena, by the 
most complicated and even illogical methods, 
rather than resort to what a very slight 
study would convince any reasonable person, 
is the simplest most logical system of in- 
terpretation in existence, but of course 

“Science has blasted Astrology out of extst- 
ence”—O. K. Professor—but—just when did 
this catastrophe occur? and who did the blast- 
ing?—pertinent questions from the scientific 
point of view. 

Quite apart from the fact that Dr. 
quite obviously * ‘strains at a gnat and swal- 
lows a camel” in his frantic efforts to avoid 
being contaminated with the Astrological tar- 
brush. This article is very interesting, set- 
ting aside certain statements, which reveal 
a certain lack of knowledge of fact insofar 
as Astrology is concerned. For instance, he 
states that Astrology is 6,000 years old—?— 
my Dear Doctor is it possible that you are 
a fundamentalist? Astrology was a pretty 
husky youngster long before that if my his- 
tory does not deceive me. We have it on 
excellent authority that Astrology antedates

“Dr. Free made a statistical study of 
the birth months of some thousands of 
famous men and women, their right to 
this classification being. indicated by 
their biographies being included in the 
Encyclopedia Britannica and Who’s Who. 

The number of famous persons born 
in the months of January, February and 
March greatly exceeded those born in 
other months, with August, September 
and October slightly above the average, 
Dr. Free’s researches showed. 

Other research workers made similar 
studies, all working independently and 
without knowledge of the other workers’ 
results. All of the results are in remark- 
able agreement. Charles Kassel, of 
Texas, studying a large group of 
geniuses, found 24 per cent were born in 
January and 12 per cent in February. 
whereas a normal distribution would 
have given each month about 8 per cent. 
Alleyne Ireland, studying a group of 
famous men, found a large excess, 22 
per cent, born in February. The writer, 
studying famous people in_ particular 
lines of activity, found a similar concen- 
tration in the first quarter of the year 
for bankers, artists and some other pro- 
fessions. 

Dr. M. Tramer, studying the birth 
months of persons in insane asylums in 
Switzerland, found that persons born in 
December, January and February have a 
much better chance of going insane than 
those born in other months. Their chances 
are about three times greater than those 
born in May, June and July. 

This remarkable correspondence between 
the probability for success and the prob- 
ability of going insane is not at all sur- 
prising “because we know that success 
ts determined largely by abnormality. 
Both success and insanity may show ab- 
normalities in different directions,” said 
Dr. Free. 

“The facts seem to be that people born 
in the winter season, particularly in Jan- 
uary and February, are people who are 
mentally instable. People born in May, 
June and July tend to be mentally normal 
or stable. This does not mean that be- 
cause I was born in May I am mentally 
stable; or because you were born in Feb- 
ruary you are a genius or insane. It 
merely means that all average data seem 
to indicate that there is a tendency to- 
ward instability and abnormality in the 
people born in January, February and 
March and a tendency toward stability 


_ It ts possible, even probable, that there 
ts a relationship between the month of 
birth of an individual and his character- 
istics. This relationship, however, said 
Dr. Free, is not one that can be applied 
to an individual, but is one demonstrated 
by statistical averages and is true only for 
large groups, in which cases some slight 
deviations from normal birth distribution, 
or slight preferences for particular months 
of birth, are found. 
So far so good, but the good Doctor is skating 
on pretty thin ice here and so properly enough 
leans over backwards once more to keep from 
slipping into that Astrological air hole. 

“If we suppose it true that a relation- 
ship does extst between a person’s birthday , 
and character, this does not mean that we 
have to fall back on the stars for the ex- 
planation. There are some simple and 
straightforward influences which would 
bring about very much the kind of thing 
which we think happened. These influ- 
ences have to do with climate and food.” 

“If a baby is born in January,’ Dr. 
Free explained, “there are two pronounced 
differences between that baby’s history and 
the history of a baby born in July. First, 
the baby is born at that time of the year 
when the climate is, in North America, se- 
vere. The amount of fresh air available 
is less. The amount of sunlight available 
is less.” 

Must we conclude then that “Fresh air and 
sunlight” is bad for babies? No—?—well— 
the statement has previously been made that 
children born in this cloudy-stale-air period 
(the winter season) have better chances of 
becoming successful and every parent wants 
his child to be successful. Oh, well, never 
mind—let us proceed with the explanation— 

“Food conditions are verv different. 
Cow's milk in January is a different thing 
from what it is in July. In July there 
is fresh arass, in January cows live on 
hay and fodder. 

“There is a still more important factor. 
The baby born in February is surrounded 
for nine months by the environment cre- 
ated by the health of the mother. During 
the latter part of that time the foods 
available for the average mother contain 
only relatively smaller amounts of fresh 
material. Vegetables are scarce. Most 
foods eaten during the fall, winter and 
early spring by the average American are 
relatively low in vitamins and mineral 


S. 
“If a baby ts born late in the summer 
the reverse condition prevails. During the 
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last three months of pre-birth life of the 

baby it ts supplied with food materials 

containing especially large amounts of 
vitamins and mineral salts. 

“It is obvious that there are such sea- 
sonal differences in the food of the 
mother before the baby is born and the 
food of the baby after it is born.” 

My parents raised me on paregoric, I bawled 
so much and so consistently they couldn’t be 
sure whether I was yelling FOR the paregoric 
or because of it so just to be on the safe side 
they gave it to me anyway. I suppose that 
makes me “Nut”—or an Astrologer—or some- 
thing—can’t be bothered with fine distinctions 
here. 

We might further inform our academic 
friends that those “seasonal differences” re- 
ferred to have also been accounted for by 
the fact that the sap flows more freely in the 
spring. 

Finally Dr. Free sums up in the following 
words: 

“If we knew precisely what happens 
under these circumstances it would be pos- 
sible to influence the production of people 
with desired characteristics. Society can 
control the months in which children are 
born. If it were desirable, socially, to 
have four-fifths of the children born in 
Rabenuane, that might be arranged. But if 
we knew why children born in February 
have certain characteristics, then it would 
be possible to duplicate them for any or 
all months. It is not impossible that a 
better knowledge of foods may tron out 
the differences that exist.” 

To which we might add—Astrology MIGHT 
also help to iron out these differences—give it 
a trial, Doctor, you might be agreeably sur- 
prised. 

This lecture brought to mind another argu- 
ment that was advanced at one time to account 
for the well known fact that the largest per- 
centage of people who stand out from the 
crowd were born in the sign Aquarius. It 
was stated that this could be accounted for by 
the fact that more people were born at that 
time of the year. By way of settling this 
argument once and for all we obtained the 
Vital Statistics, for U. S., month by month 
over a period of 19 years. A copy of this rec- 
ord is reproduced herewith and it appears that 
the births are quite evenly distributed so that 
would seem to explode the theory that a larger 
aggregation of birth may account for the ob- 
served variation in ability ard character traits. 


WORLD CYCLES 


From the ‘Pathfinder” “Digest of World Af- 
fairs” published at 2414 Douglas St., Wash- 
ington, D. C., issue of May 4th, 1935, 

“It is a fact which has long been 
known, that the earth has passed through 


a number of climatic cycles, in which— 
for some reason—there were periods of 
drought, followed by periods of excessive 
rain, etc. Even in the deposits of sand 
and formations of ancient sandstone these 
variations have been discovered. In Aus- 
tralia a rock deposit shows “rings” very 
similar to tree growth, which hi gps 
carry the history of the earth back more 
than three million years. And during that 
entire period there have been traced, in 
a general way, climatic cycles or rhythms 
which have repeated themselves. Many 
scientists attribute such cycles to the in- 
fluence of sunspots on earthly conditions. 
Up to date observations confirm this view. 
But it is true that this entire science is 
still in its infancy. If it was only the sun- 
spots that make these periodic changes on 
the earth it might be a simple matter to 
work out a schedule which would give us 
as good a picture as we already have of 
eclipses—which repeat themselves almost 
exactly after a lapse of a little over 18 
years. The sunspot period is about 11\2 
years—and this means that there is a 23- 
year cycle. Some students of the subject 
believe they can trace’ such a period as 
this. But there are evidently other things 
which occur to throw our sunspot sched- 
ule off the track. Sunspots themselves 
are probably caused by some influe nce out- 
side the sun. It may be that when the 
major planets get into such a position that 
they pull in one direction, the sun gets 
“het up’—and we earth dwellers find the 
heavenly heat has been turned on and that 
we are sizzling. But there are a number 
of planets, and each one has its own or- 
bit and distance and period of revolution 
around the sun. Hence it would require 
a very complicated schedule to show 
what might happen at any particular 
time. And by the time that had time to 
come around, some other factor might 
have got in its work and cancelled the ef- 
fect of the supposed cause, or even re- 
versed it.” 

The above is merely an excerpt from a most 
interesting and instructive discussion of a 
problem in which every student of Mundane 
Astrology is concerned. 

The “complicated Schedule” mentioned in 
this article is in effect nothing more than an 
indirect reference to Astrological factors. Such 
a schedule and pattern would be merely an 
Astrological Chart. 

Investigators in this, and similar fields, must 
eventually resort to the mathematical structure 
of Astrology for a frame work, upon which 
to weave the pattern of this predictive science 
to which they are striving. Within this As- 
trological structure, they may easily organize 
the, at present, unorganized accumulation of 
facts.

A very favorable and at the same time an 
opposite outlook is noted according to the 
planetary positions at the moment of the 
“gard Moon, June 1, 1935; 3 a.m., Washington, 


The 9th degree of Taurus ascending on 
the eastern horizon, and at that moment, 
Venus the star of love and kindness and all 
good, will dominate this lunar month. During 
the ‘first eight days there is a vivid indication 
of much annoyance and trouble concerning 
the land, mining royalties, and taxation of 
land values. There is an indication that some 
very prominent person will die or be assas- 
sinated; also the death of a noted publisher or 
writer is predicted. It is evident at this time 
that some sensational murder or kidnaping 
will find its way across the front pages, the 
incident will be clouded in mystery. 


In the zodiacal sign Scorpio, Jupiter will 
be the disturbing factor and will bring the 
earth under an unusual and continual strain, 
especially in those countries subjected to quake 
disturbances. One thing is quite evident and 
that is this lunar month apparently will wit- 
ness considerable seismic disturbances. The 
first earthquake period for this month is 
central on the 5th, covering the 6th to the 9th, 
within in the limits of this period we have 
the Moon and Venus in conjunction on the 
Sth. A regular Vulcan influence covers this 
quake period. Within thirty-six hours of the 
5th as a central date I believe that some severe 
quake possibly destructive in nature will visit 
China, Mexico or California. 


The next earthquake period centers on the 
llth, extending from the 10th to the 14th.

Uranus and Venus 
evidently points to some public scandals and 
divorces, and the divorce of a screen star is 
very probable, near the close of the month. 

The inferior conjunction of Mercury on the 
21st, and Saturn on the sixth house, venus 
on the 11th house or division of the map 
has the indication of some serious mishap 
that will involve many lives at a place of 
amusement, factory or large building, after 
the 18th. 

Mercury indicates activity in public in- 
stitutions, and legislative changes, some 
prominent marriages in high society and in 
government circles. 

The death of a prominent divine is indicated 
in England or Ireland. The army and navy 
will at this time be subjected to new regula- 
tions.

The transit of Neptune in Virgo; in the 
fourth house of your Solar nativity, has been 
dealt with in detail in an earlier issue of 
AMERICAN AstroLocy. This influence, which 
has brought to bear on your domestic life a 
strange and inexplicable force ever since Nep- 
tune entered Virgo in the latter part of 1929, 
is modified now by the transit of Saturn, in 
the opposing sign Pisces, in the tenth house 
of your solar horoscope. This combination of 
influences, falling across your meridian, will 
tend to crystallize the influence of Neptune, to 
solidify your base of operations, and perhaps, 
to elevate you suddenly in the eyes of your 
world, whatever your scope of activity may be. 
The action of Neptune in this house is occult, 
mysterious, clandestine, producing its results 
not openly in the world of affairs, but pri- 
vately, within you, building up those internal 
requisites of success, to enable your character 
to endure the things which the world now 
presents.

and unexpected nature of Saturn’s action, but also 
of the matters indicated by the signs occupied by Sat- 
urn and Neptune—Pisces and Virgo, relief, charity, 
and (because of the tenth house influence of Saturn 
in the Gemini nativity now) executive action with 
respect to these. 
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of Uranus, now in the sign Taurus, makes 
demands on your internal nature, and aligns 
your worldly position strictly with your in- 
ternal attitude. These are both positions that 
call for Character, Self-discipline, Poise, and 
Restraint, and promise success and content- 
ment in proportion to your ability to live along 
controlled lines, and to think constructively 
and without confusion. Uranus in your solar 
Twelfth house will tend to nervous and in- 
ternal tension, as his dynamic ray expresses 
internally, on your mind directly. Uranus this 
year forms no major bad aspects here—that 
is, he is sextile to Saturn by sign, and trine 
to Neptune by sign; and therefore he will 
have a chance to express harmoniously, and 
to build up your character from the inside to 
conform with the opportunities that Saturn is 
offering in the outer world.

Humility, as, in the legend, Jesus, when 
tempted by Satan, to kneel before him, replied 
with humility that he knelt only to the True 
God. Saturn takes you to the mountain-tops 
and shows you all the kingdoms of the earth 
_,. for a price. But the price is too high, as 
in the Faustian legend it was the soul of 
Faustus. In realistic terms, Saturn in this 
tenth house position will offer you advance- 
ment, recognition, and possibly fame (if your 
sphere of activity warrants it) in return for 
your humble acceptance of duties and obliga- 
tions; any advancement that seems to require 
your breaking across the lines of duty is 
false, and should be cast out. There is no 
advance possible under Saturn except what 
develops normally out of your life as it is, 
and takes into consideration all the homely 
factors of your life that may appear to be 
restrictions, but which cannot be abandoned 
to any good effect.

“Good news for those interested in Pub- 
lic Utility Stocks. The Saturnian influence 
which has been exerting a depressing and 
restricting force on this group for the last 
two and one-half years through the sign 
Aquarius will be over on February 14 when 
Saturn leaves this sign.” Quotation from 
my forecast on page 35 of the February 
issue of American Astrology and written 
during the second week of December, 1934, 
at a time when the Utilities were the Great 
Untouchables of the Stock Market and 
when there was a flood of bearish news 
about this group.

COMMODITY MARKETS 


Commodities for June are ruled by the 
Planet Saturn and this is usually not a 
benefic force as far as the crop itself is 
concerned.

General 


June has the distinction of having two 
new Moons this year, one on the Ist and 
one on the 30th, the latter being an eclipse. 
The Sun is the predominant influence, hav- 
ing five major aspects, but for the first week 
it is heavily afhicted. Mercury has aspects 
to only two planets; these are sextiles to 
Uranus and a conjunction with the Sun. 
The sextiles to Uranus cover the period 
from the 6th to the 10th, with Mercury sta- 
tionary in Cancer, and therefore in a pow- 
erful position which will tend to make people 
take a deep, comprehensive view of condi- 
tions. There will be a tendency for great 
numbers of people, especially younger peo- 
ple, to draw together for a common cause. 
Persons with large directive influence will 
wield great power, and whatever the seem- 
ing goal of these converging movements at 
the moment, it is evident that the ultimate is 
a new socialized objective. Human en- 
deavor is reaching out in spite of the fact 
that Saturn is delaying and restricting that 
endeavor by its stationary position in Pisces, 
and its technical opposition to Neptune. 

An almost universal characteristic of 
human nature is resistance to changing hab- 
its. The natural tendency of all human 
nature is to become fixed, to establish prece- 
dents, form standards, to mold circum- 
stances, to have certain conventions, even 
when the purpose of those precedents, 
forms or habits is for movement, change or 
travel. 

The universe itself is motion. There is 
not an atom of it, of solid, fluidic or etheric 
matter that is not constantly moving, chang- 
ing, exploding, dissolving, recombining, re- 
orming into other shapes, chemicals or 
relationships. The human tendency to fixa- 
tion, to set life in a groove, to be concrete 
and ‘standardized, i is the very thing that pre- 
vents life from operating fully; when such 
standardization is complete, when the fixa- 
tion is accomplished, the natural result is 
decay and dissolution. It is not that Life 
departs; it is the form which has excluded 
the vital force, and is, therefore, incapable 
of response in any living sense. This form 
can be anything from a method of procedure, 
an organization, an idea, a government, a 
group of people banded together for any 
purpose, to a physical body. When the

form becomes so rigid as to exclude the vital 
energies its real intent is gone, and it drops 
out of existence as naturally as last year’s 
leaves; while fresh and vital, flexible and 
resilient ideas, emotions and objectives are 
projected through responsive channels—in 
the minds of men, in their actions, and thus 
in world progress and events. 

Life, to expand, to evolve, to become more 
evident as a tremendous force—whether 
through governments, commerce, art, or 
in individual lives i 
channels that are also capable of expansion, 
of evolution, and of profoundedly deep per- 
ceptions and reactions. 

The earth as a planet is one of the limita- 
tations, and through Saturn all objective 
forms are constantly becoming crystallized into 
set patterns from which the life force is 
more or less quickly excluded. This is 
really in order to facilitate movement, that 
new ideas may replace the old, that a new 
vision may create better conditions and more 
enduring beauty in every human life; that 
an evolving and flexible pattern may take the 
place of exhausted forms. From 1900 until 
the present this movement has been accel- 
erated to such an extent that the entire 
world finds it difficult to remain fixed in 
any sense—to old ideas, reasons, standards, 
or methods. 

In this month there is a further accelera- 
tion of the pace, and for naa people it will 
be a question of retaining a firm conviction 
that life in its multiple variations is yet en- 
during and everlasting; that changes come 
only to make way for further advancement; 
that human thought and endeavor is toward 
finer living, toward a solution of economic 
problems, with a resulting world of coop- 
erative action that would obviate greed, fear 
and hatred. 

In the history of the world every upheaval, 
terrestrial or human, every cataclysm, ev- 
ery revolution, has led to expansion and 
growth of future generations; has given 
them an opportunity to develop better liv- 
ing conditions, a high consciousness, a wider 
mental grasp, and a more altruistic feeling. 
In the beginning of history the mind of 
man was a pin-head of consciousness, he 
only knew what was immediately around 
him. As his mind expanded the surface of 
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the werld expanded, until now it has been 
explored as a whole, while archeologists 
dig at its foundations and pilots penetrate 
the stratosphere. These processes are not 
only symbolic, they are concomitant move- 
ments of life. 

At the present time, with the world on 
edge, with security apparently lost, with 
conflicts for aggrandizement sweeping the 
earth, with half the forces of men fighting 
to hold what they have at any cost, and the 
other half in a frenzy to take what they 
want at all costs, we find the Sun entering 
Gemini with some indications of harmony 
for the moment. 

At the Gemini ingress Venus and Jupiter 
were in good aspect to each other as well 
as to Neptune and Saturn. Venus and Jupi- 
ter are both in water signs, so none too 
stable; but at least they lend an air of secur- 
ity to the scene. The influence will bring 
people and personages together for confer- 
ences, of financial deals on a large scale, 
with the possibility of agreements being 
reached and some permanency being estab- 
lished in all these matters. Mars, the fire- 


brand, is filling his tanks with gasoline, and 
while there may always be an explosion 
when that is in progress, it looks for the 
moment as if he were occupied in getting his 
forces in order, marshalling his troops, and 
arranging his attack, rather than forcing ac- 


tion. The forward movement of Saturn 
opposing Neptune up until the 22nd is the 
influence that will be the most pronounced 
as an underlying trend. It may be limit- 
ing, binding and confusing in its action. 


ASPECTS 


First Week 
June ist to 7th. 


The month begins under the shadow of 
a square from the Sun to Saturn in 9 de- 
grees Gemini-Pisces, early on the morning 
of the Ist. This is a particularly ominous 
aspect, and one that may mould the minds 
and chill the hearts of many people. The 
United States Government appears to be in 
an adverse position; congress may be faced 
with a decision of far-reaching conse- 
quences; extreme conservatism may force 
the discard of more liberal ideas; an im- 
passe may be reached between labor and 
capital. Retrogression, depression, and mis- 
judgment will be heavy upon various heads 
high in office. Individually, for the time 
at least, there may appear to be no way out 
of the jungle of debts, demands, attacts, 
counter attacts, death of hopes, and despair 
of minds. The reactionary element is in 
power, the die-hards have the grip, the 
anti-progressives are in the mood, and have 
the ability, to force issues to their liking. 
There is more than a hit that various camps 
will be armed against one another in Wash- 


ington, and the results could be disastrous 
to more than one faction. Saturn in Pisces 
is not always a pleasant influence, and at 
this time it seems to have a_ peculiarly 
malignant aspect. The concealment of which 
Saturn is capable under any circumstances 
may be especially active, and not altogether 
honestly so. Persons in public office, or 
holding any public position, may be the tar- 
get of attacks from inferiors, and those 
whose skirts are not too clean may find 
themselves in open disrepute or completely 
discredited. Individuals generally may find 
themselves at a loss through sickness, f- 
nancial troubles or separations. Hospitals 
may be very busy, while charitable organiza- 
tions of all kinds may be faced with the 
fact that funds are low, if not entirely ex- 
hausted. Death may take a very prominent 
man in a very unusual manner. 
Twenty-nine minutes after this aspect the 
conjunction of the Sun and Moon occurs, 
with the Moon immediately passing on toa 
square of Neptune. This new Moon is 
besieged with difficulties; it is exactly square 
Saturn and Neptune and in conjunction with 
the powerful fixed star, Aldebaran, which 
adds an influence of great violence, with 
danger of disgrace or ruin. It is on the 
fighting degree of the U. S. chart, and con- 
juncting Uranus in that chart. London and 
Paris will feel these effects keenly; there 
will be restriction, depression, financial bad 
judgment, and perhaps sensational develop- 
ments in plans and operations of their ene- 
mies. The United States will be pressed 
for decisions, and torn between those who 
are for and those who are against. Banks, 
stock exchanges, commercial affairs and 
trade generally will feel the reaction of these 
influences. Agriculturally a blight may arise 
in the form of insects; rain and floods may 
increase the ravages of crops. Legislative 
bodies in various parts of the world will 
be in a turmoil; on one hand there will bea 
dead-lock of power, and on the other some 
legislation that has been strongly promoted 
will be abandoned. Relations between em- 
ployers and employees will be strained and 
hostile. Strikes and riots may ensue. 
Individually it will have a tendency to 
make people stop and think; they will be 
forced to take stock of themselves, their 
abilities, and their resources. Apparently it 
is a retrogression; a forward movement has 
been stopped short, forces of destruction ap- 
pear to be in power, and to be wielding that 
power unmercifully. But this is only one 
phase, courage and faith are still extant, and 
through their use and vitality they will in 
time turn this same feeling of hopelessness 
and insufficiency to certainty and success. 
The Sun comes to a square of Neptune 
on the 3rd, and this completes a three day 
period of vast importance. The underground 
activity of the world will be stirred to great 
depths. Secret service the world over will 
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be active, while enemies of the public wel- 
fare will be working out plans and crimes of 
unbelievable atrocity. Political maneuvers 
will be unearthed and criminals will be fer- 
reted out. Machinations large and small will 
be executed. 

Health may need especial care at this 
time; colds may cause feverish conditions, 
while intestinal complications may arise 
from colds and lack of restraint in diet or 
other excesses. 

Commercial affairs relating to clothiers, 
wool merchants, perfumers, laundries, or 
furniture may all feel an adverse reaction 
from the buying public. It is a time to go 
slowly in pushing any business affairs, and 
to be absolutely square and practical in all 
dealings. 

At the same time the aspects of the past 
three days are in close conjunction to 
Uranus’ north node. This tends to the ex- 
citation of knowing that although conditions 
appear to be in a very nebulous state, that 
pressure in labor conditions, in physical mat- 
ters, or in the general forward movement 
of the world is heavy, there is under all this 
a new field of endeavor. The north node of 
Uranus will give a new meaning to these 
apparent inhibitions, a different outcome to 
the travail and suffering of the moment from 
what might be expected, and it will be a 
great impetus in overcoming the difficulties 
that are present. The north node of Uranus 
is a powerful stimulation to accepting new 
values, to working at a. higher level of con- 
sciousness, and to achieving a balance of 
perspective that leads to fresh inspiration 
and astonishing results. 

On the 6th Mercury sextiles Uranus in 
3 degrees of Cancer and Taurus. This is a 
powerful position, and a powerful help in 
bringing order out of chaos, in creating a 
new spirit among people, and in forward- 
ing business and professional affairs. This 
indicates a fine working agreement along 
original and expansive lines, yet based on 
very fundamental principles. People the 
world over should respond to the mental 
and emotional outlet that is presented, and 
to accept and pursue the sound progress 
that is indicated. 

It is an aspect of power and energy men- 
tally; of foresight and vision, and of issues 
becoming clear-cut. In if there is a quality 
of protection from adverse forces, Of intel- 
lectual stamina, and of working ability. The 
degree area is one of dignity, of scholarly 
intelligence, with the possibility of making 
Stragetic moves and brilliant coups. 

Commercial treaties should have a big 
pick-up under this sextile, while air matters 
will be important and prominent; a very 
dashing exploit may be executed in either 
of these matters at this time. Commerce 
in smaller ways will be active and favorable. 
Music, literature and the drama should all 
feel the inspiration as well as the beneficial 


results of this aspect. The very air should 
hold dramatic possibilities. 


Second Week 
June 8th to 15th. 


Mercury is stationary on the 8th in 4 
degrees of Cancer. In either individual or 
world affairs this is the top of a movement, 
and a great deal of effort will be made to 
force matters through today. The delays of 
the past week (politically or in business) 
may now result in attempting to crowd too 
many issues, to push matters too far, with 
the result that a severe attack of mental 
indigestion occurs. It may take the next 
three weeks to get in working trim again. 
All matters relating to intellectual procedure, 
state affairs, legal, political, commercial or 
personal, will slow up for adjustment. That 
which is put over today, concluded, brought 
to a focus, should work out quickly and very 
successfully. Mercury is on Venus in the 
U. S. chart, and has a parallel to the Sun, 
which indicates that in the United States a 
very stable program is in progress, and even 
if it takes time it should be fundamentally 
correct and progressive. 

In its retrograde action Mercury again 
comes to a sextile of Uranus on the 10th, 
and while it is a very favorable aspect for 
pores movement, it is subtly different 
rom the sextile of the 6th. Mercury is not 
so powerful and there is an undercurrent of 
a rather destructive sort, which may need 
some care to prevent manifesting. Impetu- 
ous action could result in defeat even in the 
face of success; plots may be pushed too far 
and strategy may not achieve its ends. Any 
of these affairs may be most successful if 
due respect is paid to fundamentals. In 
individual or world matters Uranus is the 
power that is urging forward a new con- 
cept of action, of intelligently grasping the 
meaning of movements (politically or com- 
mercially), of presenting fresh standards 
and larger vistas of insight and understand- 
ing in all undertakings, but Mercury retro- 
grade is slow to accept or to acknowledge 
this program at this time. Uranus holds 
the key to progress this month, and those 
persons or nations who are amenable to that 
influence will forge ahead. 

In forging ahead it is practically always 
a necessity to discard some older conditions 
or ideas, to eliminate that which is outworn 
or outmoded in plans or things, and to read- 
just relationships in either private or pub- 
lic life. In this process there is sure to be 
a divergence of force, a separating of inter- 
ests, a disparity of issues. The moment for 
such decisive action comes on the 11th 
when Venus squares Uranus. In a world 
sense this may bring on war clouds of seri- 
ous import. France and Italy may be 
staggered by the sudden manifesto of 
another country. Heads of political par-

ties, or those holding office under the Ruler 
may find themselves on the way out—or al- 
ready out when they find themselves. In- 
ternational conflicts will not be abated by 
this aspect, while earthquakes may be re- 
ported. Diplomatic approaches will not be 
successful, and in fact may be quite broken 
off. Demagogues may appeal wildly to the 
masses. 

Generally it indicates intense conflict of 
wills, of pressure emotionally that can result 
in broken affiliations, and of love affairs that 
are torn to bits. Very important persons 
may feel the lash of opposition to their 
bitter hurt. Many countries may be affected 
by severe agricultural troubles, while crops 
may reveal an extended blight. It is not only 
disruptive emotionally, but mentally, there- 
fore it is not a time to press issues nor to 
issue ultimatums, for they may be executed 
in double quick time and with no possibility 
of retraction, and consequent permanent 
loss. Those nations of persons who react 
to this aspect may suffer irretrievable dam- 
age, and through a great many sources. 

In a larger sense it is the first adverse ma- 
jor aspect of Uranus in Taurus, and as such 
intensifies the conflict of the conventional 
standards of the past against the new. It 
indicates the changing polarites of govern- 
ments and peoples. Venus is in Leo, there- 
fore persons who stubbornly resist change, 
persons who hold positions for which they 
are no longer fitted, and those who do not 
advance with the times may feel the reaction 
keenly. But a new balance of power arises, 
and there will be more uniformity of human 
effort as well as uniformity in comfort and 
ease. Great fortunes are still to be made, 
but also greater distribution of wealth. 


Third Week 
June 16th to 23rd. 


The full Moon of the month occurs 
on the 16th in 24 degrees of Gemini- 
Sagittarius. A full Moon is always a 
peak of activity, and this one is_ par- 
ticularly so. The momentum of Saturn 
is high and in close square to Neptune, Jupi- 
ter and Mercury are retrograde, and Venus 
has been downed by Uranus. A great many 
ideas may go into the discard at this time; 
plans, plots and schemes as well as ef- 
forts may be definitely laid aside as value- 
less. It is a riotous time for publishers, 
there will be news galore, and not the least 
part of their Roman holiday may be in _ref- 
erence to military enterprises. The fixed 
star influence is one of suspicion and deceit, 
but on the whole the trend is toward relaxa- 
tion, spontaneity, and possibly a disregard 
for the future. 

On the 18th Venus sextiles Mars. This is 
one of the aspects to which human nature 
reacts almost wholly. Physical activity is 
stimulated by emotional pleasure; work and 
play; business and society; sports, amateur 


and professional; matters of commerce and 
politics are all benefited by this sextile, 
Principle and ideals will be hand in hand 
to formulate rules for further effort and 
laws of recognized rightness. 

It shows great activity in many lines of 
endeavor. The question of gold may be 
very much to the fore, and some decision 
in reference to it may be made by more 
than one world power at this time. 


_ This sextile occurs on the north node of 
Neptune, and in a degree area of high ide- 
alism. It therefore carries an especially far 
reaching influence in the changes of the 
world; all the implications of this planet of 
outer space will be brought in strongly, and 
will join its forces to world events and hu- 
man lives in a peculiarly acute manner, 
Thus the pleasure experienced, or the work 
done, will have that quality of the intangible 
of the idealistic, that is usually lacking, 

However, any contact with Neptune is 
apt to bring the underworld to the surface, 
and at this time there may be a flurry in 
the secret service; some particularly repuls- 
ive criminal plot may be exposed, or some 
criminal convicted. The use of poisons as 
an antidote may be announced or perfected 
by the medical profession or by scientists. 

Medicine and the Law should both be up- 
held and benefited by this aspect. 


Venus again holds the limelight when it 
squares Jupiter just after midnight (E.S.T.) 
on the 21st. This is a wild scramble for 
more money, for social recognition, for po- 
litical superiority, for desires of all kinds 
to be satisfied at the expense of sanity or 
reason.
